Dear Mr. Phelan: 


I am in receipt of a letter from His Excellency 
Bishop J. Coudert, O.M.I.. of White Horse, in which he urges that 
the teachers' salaries as well as the rent for the school buildings, 
at Burwash Landing, Teslin, Dease Lake and Klappan , be paid as 
soon as possible. 


He has forwarded the T.D. 1A Tax Deduction Exemption 
Claim, duly signed by each school teacher and invoices covering the 
rent of each building. 


One of his missionaries, the Reverend Father Carpentier, 
of Telegraph Creek, had to spend almost $1900.00 in relief for the 
Indians of his district and it is principally for this purpose that 
the Bishop urges that these bills be taken care of immediately, so 
that he will be in a position to reimburse this relief money. Reverend 
Father Carpentier bought these relief supplies from the Hudson's Bay 
Stores at Telegraph Creek and Dease Lake and the Bishop is anxious 
to pay the Company as soon as possible. Your early attention to this 
matter will certainly please the Bishop very much and will be of 
great help to him.

1.- Re Salary of our School Teachers.-In my letter of 
Januery 7 to Father 0.PLourde I did not make any claim about the salar of 
our school teachers.-I em satisfied with the mode of payment the Branch has 
adopted letely,viz.,to pay our teachers through my office through a cheque 
made out directly payable tothem.I perfectly well uncerstand that such a 
cheque should not be issued unless the Brench has previously received the 
resquested reports on the work for which they ere to be paid.-Actuelly I havv 
no compleint on the part ofany of our teachers,end I think thet ell have re- 
ceived the cheques corresponding to their work of lest summer. 

2.-Re Rent of our Mission Houses for School purposes end 
payment of other Services eround such Schools.-The Bills I sent you through 
fether Plourde on Jenuery 2nd referred to the Rent of our Mission Buildings, 
belonging to our Corporation and which are being used for School purposes 
by the branch;they also refer to some other services as wood cutting and 
janitors services to the seme schools;I consider those services as an 
extre imposition off our missionsries.by speciel agreement with seid missio- 
naries,it wes decided that I would collect thet money personelly,for the be- 
nefit of the whole Corporation.This is the reeson why I sent you aforeseid 
bills. 

If you remember we discussed that matter together last 
May,end I was instructed through fether Plourde to send in at the end of the 
year our bills for both Rent of our School Buildings and Other Outside Ser- 
vices to said Schools(besides the regular sealary,of course).-In the making 
of said Bills I followed exactly the Model Forms Suggested to me,end the 
amount mentionned was elso the amount I was promised at the time. 

3.- Correction of saif Bills.-I admit ,however,thet I 
made some mistakes in the making of those bills,owing to the lack of proper 
4nformations.Severel of ourmissionaries being actually here in Whitehorse for 
their ennuel retreat,I was able with their help to correct some of said mis- 
tekes;your own notes have proved elso very valuable to me.-

Re: Dease Lake.- Father C1.Cerpentier hes taught in Deese Leake up to Feb. 
16 of Lest year,eand therefore,occupied our puildings for School purposes 
end used them up to that dat e.-However,as the Scho@l wes not epproved 
for a period extending beyond Januery 31st ,father Carpentier thought it 
useless to send a report for the two extra weeks he taught. 

Similarly lest Fall,Fether Cl.Carpentier went to Dease Lake 
for the purpose of conducting the School;he stayed there from the beginning 
of October to the middle of November;some four children attended the school, 
the other Indians having gone down to the Alaske Highway last summer and 
having failed to come peck for the winter.I instructed father Carpentier 
to send in a report of the time he hed taught to those four children, since 
he had gone purposely to Dease Lake to conduct school,but he has been reluc- 
tant to do so under the circumstances,and I doubt whether he will turn in 
any report for such & short period of teaching end for so few pupils..- 

Yet our buildings were used just the same during the stated 
periods for school purposes,end I think that it would be only feir that we 
receive at least the money covering the rent and other extra services,which 
were practically the same for four children as they would have been for 
twenty. 

Therefore I still maintain my previous cleim for three 
months of rent et Dease Lake and other additional services(fuel and jani- 
tor's work)for the Year 1945.

While, in many respects, it may not conform to 
strict Indian Day School requirements, in my opinion the 
project should receive every encouragement. Father Morisset 
has furnished me with a list of supplies which are needed 
and I enclose a requisition for these,

I have been informed by the 
Bishop of the Yukon that he has made arrangements 
with the Department whereby this school will be 
recignized by the Department for payment of the 
teacher but so far I have had no instructions in 
this regard from the Department.

9. The average daily attendance during the quarter may be ascertained by dividing the 
total number of days attendance of all the pupils by the number of days school was open in the 
quarter. 

10, Should the school be closed at any time during the quarter, the reason must be given in 
the column for remarks for such day or days. 

11. The school must be opened and closed punctually at the hours approved of by the 
Department.

Dear Miss Dougall: 


Your letter of August 4th has raised 
questions which have required discussion with officials in 
other Departments and which also require further correspondence 
with Mr. Indian Agent Meek through whose office all official 
Government business is done. 


I am sorry that a number of matters in 
regard to Mayo have not been finalized but here is an unofficial 
indication of what you may expect. I shall summarize your 
questions and give the answers I have obtained as follows: 


t Teachers do not contribute. 
e 0. nN case you change your employment. 


2e pe nee The Branch supplies all 
the reasonable requirements. ‘ou ould send the Agent a list of 
what you require indicating what is available in local stores. 
He will nominate the dealer and arrange the purchase, forwarding 
the bills and vouchers to Ottawa for payment.

If it is any comfort to you, may I say that 
the Indians on the hills surrounding the garden city of San 
Diego, California are in an even worse condition thah some of 
our Yukon bands.

At some of the settlements in the Northwest 
Territories the assortment of groceries and provisions available 
for purchase is rather limited. In many cases, the stocks are 
meagre and there is little variety in the items offered. 


To overcome this situation and as a meagyre of 
assistance to the teachers, arrangements have been made with the 
Hudson's Bay Company to have requisitions for rations filled at 
Edmonton and shipped directly to the individual teacher. 


The Nutrition Division of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare has prepared a ration list of the 
items required for one person living for one year in the North. 
We have secured approximate prices as quoted by the Hudson's Bay 
Company in Edmonton. Attached is this list, with the prices, of 
course, being subject to variation. 


On the basis of this list the teacher may then 
prepare an order and forward same to this office. We will then 
place the order with a wholesale grocery firm in Edmonton and the 
items will be shipped by water transportation. The cost at 
wholesale price of the rations purchased in this manner on behalf 
of the teacher, together with transportation charges on same, will 
be deducted on 2 monthly basis from the living allowance paid to 
northern employees of the Department. The maximum that can be 
deducted from the Northern Living Allowance is $35. 2 month (i.e) 

rs and $420. from Welfare Teachers.

gasoline $15.00; cost of digging cellar 10' x 15', 8! deep, $50.00, 
Total: $344.00, This would simply mean the bare walls and roof 
poles, all interior work would be extra.

This structure is intended to replace the temporary classroom operating 
in the Anglican Church. It is desired to reserve the church building for 
religious purposes. 


The teachor will continue to live in the present residence, and so 
it is not presently necessary to build a teacherage. 


It ig proposed to build a log building for a classroom. A plan for 
this building was drawn up, but it would be well to compare this with 
plans for the completed buildings at Alexis or Nordegg before making a 
final decision as to plan and specifications. 


The logs have been obtained, but their number and measurements should be 
verified to ensure that they wil] be adequate for the plan adopted. To secure 
a building of adequate length, "splicing" of logs may be necessary, i.e. logs 
of 24 ft. in length may have to have a twelve-foot piece added to them. This 
process does not effect the stxngth of the walls. 


You will reesl] that funds to get out the logs had to be obtained by 
transfer as nothing had at that time been voted. I do not recall seeing an 
item in the estimates for building this school during 1949-1950. I note, 
however, that building materials heave been ordered at Vancouver as follows:

As the logs cost over $400, and no work can be done now until spring (well 
after April lst, 1950) it will be neceseary to re-vote additional funde to 
complete thie project.

Indians living in the wkaks of the vukon are cotting to de- 
pend more and more on the Government for supplies and as- 
sistance, while the Peel Indians are comparatively solf- 
supporting. 
There is one schcol, howevor, the Caroross Board= 

ing School, which is doing good work, but the puilding is 
quite inadequate to the demands made upen it and applications 
for admission have to be refused on account of lack of space. 
This is the school for which Bishop Stringer asked assistance 
4n ereoting and equipping an adequate building and, judging 
by the Inspeotor's report, the Department would be quite

I have the honour to submit for your considerabion the 
following report concerning the proposed Industrial School for 
Indians at varcross. 

In my report to the Departrent of Indien Affeirs lest Spring 
I dealt with the general conditions of the education of the Indians 
carried on by the various wissions of the Church of Englend, so 
fer as I have been able to observe them, and I beg to drew your 
attention to thet part of my report in which I comrpered the results 
obtained st the Moosehide und Sel kirk Day schools with the much 
better results obtained set the Carcross boarding school. The 
building in which the latter school has been conducted is wholly 
jinadequete to accorodate satisfactorily even the few pupils who 
have been placed there, and the equipment is extremely mesere; 
yet in site of all the disadventages, I could not help being 
impressed most fevourably with the progress rade and the exceélent 
work that has been done. I feel conv ncoed that such a boarding 
school is the only satisfactory means of dealing with Indien 
education in the Yukon Territory, thet the ordinary day schools 
are prectically useless, anc the enerey end money expended in 
reinteining them are comperatively barren of results. Therefore, 
4# the Department of Indian Affairs is desirous of heving 
efficient educationsl work done sions the Yukon Indiens generelly, 
I would beg to recommend that a substantial grant be made for the 
erection of suitable buildings at Carcross, giving ample accomo~ 
-dation for 411 Indien children fror #11 parts of this Territory, 
who would probebly be induced to attend an Industrial school. 

The work to be provided for in guch an industrial school 
should include, in addition to the ordinsery rudirents of a school 
education, carpentry and eardening for the boys and possibly 


blacksmithing, end cooking and general domestic service for the 


Alexander Hen@erson,Esq., K.C. girls. 
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As to building and equiprent, I regret that I cannot go 
into very precise details. I think it would he weal to provide 
accomodation for not less thn 35 boarders. The main building sk 
should provide for « kitchen, & dining roor, two class roors, three 
privete rooms for the staff and four dormitories, two for the boys 
ené two for the girls with separate entrances, all under one roof. 
In addition there age be a building for a workshop, laundry and 
bath separate fror the building. It would probably be best for a 
married man to preside over such © school, and in thet case there 
should be a residence for a principal. 

AS to approximate cost I think $£,000.00 might be sufficient 
for suitable buildings if econorically spent, but this amount 
would probebly not be sufficient for furnishing as well, for which 
another thousand dollars might be needed. 

If the department of Indian affairs should fevor a grant of 
this nature the money right ¢o further end be used to better 
advantage if it were put directly under the control of the Bishop 
of Yukon, who could sttené personally to «11 details of construo- 
-tion and submit to the Government a full reyort of 411 expenditure 
sonditions in this country would render it difficult ané expensive 
for Government officials directly to superintend such work. 

Regarding the cost of maintenance I regret that I have no data 
on which I could make at present any recowrendation. This matter 


could be sdjusted on the basis of & corparison with the cost of 
similar institutions in Western Cansda, making due allowance for d 
& proportionate increase in the cost of all supplies in this 
Territory. 

In the Departrent of Indian Affairs should look with favor 
upon the proposél herein recommended I would respectfully suggest 
thet the matter be dealt with as speedily as possible, so that new 
buil: ings may be erected next summer. Suiteble accorodation and 
ereater facilities are urgently needed to ensure anything like 
efficient work on a scele corrensurate with the population to be 
served,

From information received indirectly, I understand that your 
Department has in view the erection of a new Indian school at Carcross 
or vieinity. I am glad to learn that this is likely to be an accomplisi 
ed fact in the near future+ I have been a good deal away from civil- 
ization during the last year, and am rather in the dark with regard 
to the arrangements that have been made, or the conclusion your 
Department has come to. I am very anxious to see the school on a 
Satisfactory basis, so far as its supvort in the future is concerned. 
I know that your department will do what they can in this direction, 
and I should be glad to have a reasonable assurance of the adequate 
support of the school under the new regime® It is difficult at 
present, to tell exactly what the cost of running the school will 
be in connection with the new building. I gave i'r. Bragg, Supt+ of 
Schools for Yukon, an estimate of the cost for the year 1909. I 
presume that was required in order to make some estimate of the cost 
for the future- I should like to suggest that the estimate of the 
cost of running the school be gone into in detail during the first 
year after the new school is built, and then that a block grant be 


made based on the actual cost. I am very anxious that the school 


should be carried on as economically as possible, but at the seme time 
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igi slike the idea of having continuous financial difficulties 
@,, connection with the school+ Practically no other funds are 
available at present. 

I shall be glad if your Department will take up this 
matter, and that the decision will be satisfactory, and for the 
best interests of the school.

In accordance with the wish of your Department, 
I visited Carcross, Yukon Territory, on June 20th, 21st 
and 22nd last and the Indian School on the afternoon of 
June 21st, and I nave to report as follows:— 

Immediately upon my arrival in Carcross I was 
visited by a number of the people of the town who had 
many complaints to make as to the manner in which the 
Scnool was being conducted, and as some of these were 
persons whom I felt were sincere and had the well being 
of the school at neart, I considered that careful en- 
quiries should be made as to the management. 

Mis school, with an average attendance of 
27.38 for Maren quarter and 24.9 for June quarter, has 
a staff as follows:—

Mr, Harding, who is supposed to be the farmer, 
is an ex navy man, and prior to his engagement, had only 
peen in this country a few weeks. 

Miss Hutcheson, the teacher, has been with the 
school for a number of years. 

Complaints were made that the pupils had not 
peen receiving sufficient nourishment, and from that cause, 
they were developing tubercular troubles, and I found, upon 
investigation, that these complaints were, during the winter, 
well founded, and I found that the pupils were not receiving, 
at the time of my visit, the nourisnment to which they were 
entitled. 

Me Missionary Society supplied this school with 
a cow and a number of hens, and prior to my arrival, milk 
and eges were being sold regularly in the villiage, and the 
Principal told me that the onildren did not care for either 
milk or egg®, and as they could not use them all themselves, 
they sold the surplus. Tis, however, was not borne out by 
my investigation, as I found that the children were given to 
understand that they could not have these things, and that 
they mst say that they did not care for them. This, to my 
mind, was not very creditable to the management, and I in- 
formed the Principal that the selling of milk and eggs must 
stop immediately, and that the children mst receive wnat- 
ever eggs and milk were produced, 

I found that during May and June the Principal 
ypought, in Skagway, Alaska, the following articles, from 
funds supplied by the church autnorities for the maintenance

Te printing outfit is entirely unnecessary and useless 
and is of no benefit to the school in any way, and the 
money paid for itsBould have been used in supplying 
nourishment for the children. 

The heating of the school was also the cause of 
much comment and I found that during all of last winter 
the temperature had been kept much nigner than was necessary 
and that the children suffered physically from confinement 
in overheated rooms and lack of ventilation, and at the time 
of my visit, in June, although the weather was exceedingly 
fine and the temperature about 70, a fire was being main- 
tained in the furnace and all of the children were sleep- 
ing in the dormitories, although the boys were specially 
anxious to go into camp, as had been their custom at the 
old school. 

In going over the list of pupils furnisned me 
under your letter of July 4th, and covering the attend- 
ance for March quarter, I am informed that No.29, J. H. 
Adams, is an American indian boy, and comes from Eagle, 
Alaska, and that No's, 022 Annie de Wolfe, and 023, M, 
Anderson, are both nalf breeds and come from the vicinity 
of Twelve Mile, which is some distance below Dawson, and 
if such is the case, these names should not appear upon 
the attendance report for the payment of grant. 

Upon my visit to the school I found everything 
about the school building tidy and clean, although the 
dormatories bore evidence of having been prepared for my

visit. Te furnishings supplied by the Department had 
not yet arrived. 

Te ground under cultivation had not been ex- 
tended, and only that portion which had been previously 
cultivated was being worked, and with the present staff, 
some considerable amount of clearing should nave been 
done to prepare for an extension of the farm and vegetable 
gardens. 

Upon my return to Carcross, in October, I was 
unable to visit the school building, and I cannot say 
whether any improvement in the conditions had taken place 
since my previous visit, but from reports, I am led to be- 
lieve that the management is far from being satisfactory. 

Me recruiting to the school is coming from the 
indians wno are a long distance from Carcross, and the 
indians in the immediate vicinity are taking their 
children away from the school, and a feeling of distrust 
in the management is spreading among the indians, and un- 
less some change is made in the management in the near 
future, the church authorities will find difficulty in 
inducing the indians to allow their children to go to 
the school. 

A complete list of the furnishings in this school 
belonging to the Government should be furnished by the 
Principal, in the same manner as Industrial Schools, and 
the church authorities should be asked to submit a state- 
ment of the expenditures at the school, to enable your 
Department to know how the grant is being used.

Although there was an unvsval 
quantity of snow last winter, still the 
spring was fairly open, ard es a result 
gardening was begun nearly two weeks 
earlier than the year before. Careross 
is pot by nature edapted to farming. 
The elevation (2,164 feet) gives cold 
nights even in the hottest seeson, so 
that things grow better in Dawson, al- 
thougb that is much further north, 
Aoother drawback is that some seasons 
there is very little rain, This has been 
counteracted at the school bys smal! 
irrigation ditch connected with the falls, 
Weare able to forestall the season by 
planting the first seeds in the hotbed; 
thus we had such thingsas lettuce, ra- 
dishes and cress by the middle of May. 
The plowing was begun on May 4th., 
and the whole crop was in before the 
end of the month, 

Feed for the horse and cow is quite 
a problem at the school. There is a 
hayfield belonging to the diocese, but

Weare also holding school 
in the afternoon for the boys and girls, 
and in the evening f.r the adults,

We are now walt for the arrival 
of some lumber to nuke seals and desks 
for the Church and set vol At present 
we ave using rough-he wo logs. 

In March Mr and Mrs, Swanson 
paid w visit to N nsen Creek. Mrs, 
Swinsoa mashed the whole way ia 
juite a blizzard and three feet of snow. 
Not bal for a & heechake! [no this 
month too Me. Swaoson started to go lo 
the Pelly River lodians but was uoxble 
to get a guide aud do so tbe trip had 
to be postponed. Hy the kindoess of 
Mr.W .Deurv be j »able to goon 
the first trip of the ste mboat Kiuare 
with ber annual supply for the oss 
thiver Store This teip 'S particularly 
iuteresting and it portant, from the fact 
that the Mackenzie liver lodians, or ab 
least a bard of them, trade at this store. 
Mr Field of Selkirs visited them last 
year for a very short time. They wer 
evangelized in the diocese of Mackenzie 
River, and itis important that mission~ 
ary work should be kept up among 
them, a6 the Roman Chureh is only wo 
keen to make prose lytes of Protestant 
lodians. 


St. Paul’s, Dawson, 


‘There have been maoy improve: 
ments made ‘0D the chure build ings 
withio the last few months, The re 
tory has been renovated by the Dawson 
vranch of the Woman's Auxiliary ar d 
the members of the Vestry. The rob- 
ing rooms are satly improved by 
the buildiog of compartments for cas- 
socks and surplices, A cupboard hes 
also been built in which to keep the 
Bishop’s aod clergy’s robes, One of 
the members of the Vestry has volun- 
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teered to supply sufficient paint, and 
with the help of saver sl ovhers to paint 
the church fence. A bishop's chair, 
made of uapslished Eogiiss oak, has 
been pliced io the chancel, together 
with a oew clergy chair. 

It has been the custom at Dawson 
for years for most of the people to climb 
the Dome” on tbe night of June 21st, 
to see the ‘Midoight Suo”’. As that 
date this year fell oo Sunday it was 
arranged to bave @ midnight service on 
the summit. The collection went to- 
werds @ new operating room in the 
Good Samaritan Hospital. 

The Ven. Archdeacon Canham vis- 
ited Dawson this summer duriog his 
visitation of the diocese He arrived in 
time tootficiate at the Commuoion ser- 
vice on the first Sunday lo duly. 


St Barnabas’ Moosehide. 


The Indians of Moosehide have bad 
a good winter’s hunt, and have sold 


much meat, They are at presen! io 
good health, and in some measure pros- 
pering. There is however, from time 
to time, considerable drunkenness which 
we profoundly regret. We feel we 
must go oo porseveringly against this, 
with faith in God. The Aushorities are 
not able to do very much to suppress 
this curse amongst the Indians, owlog 
to prevailing difficalties. 

Io spite of their weaknesses and 
temptations they attend church well, 
which may be taken perhaps as & siga 
of their for epiritual help. 
There are some backsliders who for 
some reason have given up their work 
for God. For such we must pray aod 
work. 

It is encouraging to listen toa punil 
io the Sunday School reading the Word 
of God in the Indian wongue, and who 
in early years attended our day-school 
receiving ber first lessons tn reading 
there. TheService for children which 
is held once @ mooth in the Baglish 
language is much appreciated. ‘ The 
elder ones listen attentively, sing well,

avd join intelligeotly in the worship. 

The {odian day school has t 
visited receotly by the Indian Agent 
A good numboar of pupils attended ant 
went throuzh their examination. 
Maoy of the children have to leave the 
school when their p rents go away to 
bunt. S:veral of she young men attend 
and occasionally ove or two of the 
women, The pupils are making steady 
progress. The younger onts are an- 
xious to atread school, 

The Station at ®uorty Mile has been 
visited,and Divine Servie’s held for 
the Indiansand Whites, The Sacrament 
of thd Loru’s Supper was edmioistered 
to the Indians. The church there bas 
been somewhat barnt. 


St. Andrew’s, Selkirk, 


The vsual ladian exodus has taken 
place to the fish camps at the lakes. 
The jack fish isthe favorite cateb. Cari- 
bou and moose hunting have been exten- 
sively followed, and meat hus been plen- 
tiful, What bids fair to become the 
most popular pursuit among natives and 
white people alike is the search for the 
rare breeds of foxes, silver-gray and 
black. The price offered for these 
animals alive is sometimes a8 bigh as 
#1000 for siiver-grey, and even higher 
for black. A Coffee Creek [odian, now 
jo Selkirk, realized some $500 for o 
young silver-grey fox. Such rewards for 
Indians are calculated to work much 
harm upon their morals, With no idea 
of money value, with little or no ten- 
dencies towards economy, such fortuoes, 
as they may well be called, will, itis 
feared, produce discontent aod se ifish 
ness. 

Church attendance, both Indian 
and white, has been on the whole good, 
while the school has been open asoften 
as the constant jooroeyiogs of the chil- 
dren's parents will permit.

baptisms. It was very Interesting to 
meet the Mackeozies, who bear eloquent 
testimony to the work of Archdeacon 
Macdonald, In the services they sang 
the od bymns, such as Nearer my God 
to Thee, and Jesus Lover of my Soul, 
and jolned most heartily in the prayers. 
James the catechistia doing very Kood 
an} conscientious work. His system is 
vary good, Hespen'sbis meagre salery 
on grub; on Sundey, he gathers the 
Indians to his tent to a sumptuous feed, 
and then proceeds to the service. The 
general tone of the Iodians is excellent, 

‘The return trip was made by canoe, 
and it 1s authoritatively stated that Mr. 
Swanson prefers bis porcupine well 
done, 

‘This, the newest mission in the dio- 
cese, {8 looking forward to the return of 
tho Bishop with great interest, as there 
isso much that needs to be approved or 
criticized, and tbe missionary exper~ 
Jences of our beloved father in God a 
such that we know that whatever ie 


suid will be the best wod most helpful 
advice that can be given. 

After the short summer scason, we 
are looking forward tothe coming win- 
ter with pleasure, We have ovr ow 
dog team pow, and that will mean thet 
we shall not be dependent on borrowing 
or oa biriog dogs, and that we shail be 
able to make our own arrangements in- 
dependently of anyboty else. How 
much remaios to be done in the Indian 
work! [tis a great sorrow to all who 
have the work to do among the Indians, 
that our own people are so wolaterested 
inal that we do. If they would only 
help usin the work, or at any rate le 
usalone, ard let uses ahesd In what 
we bave todo in our way, we should be 
thankful, but how much more cou'd be 
done if we had the sympathetic beip of 
the white people, Aw # matter of fact 
we soem to bo regarded as a kind of neo 
essary cvil, @ sort of unoficial police, 
who must be cireumvented at all cose. 


St. Andrew’s, Selkirk, 


The fall months aro always very 
quiet owing to the absence of the ma- 
jority of the Indians, snd this I fear is 
0 exception to the rule, The chief oc- 
cupstivns un these excursions are hunt- 
log and wood-cutting for the white 
people at various camps, with a con- 
toued prefererce for the latter, The 
inevitable result is that a decreasing sup- 
ply of meat and fish is laid up, and so 
both fodians and their canine friends 
suifer, lt has been suggested to the 
lodian Superintendent that steps be 
taken to compel Indians to properly 
feed their dogs, The S P.C,A, would 
not tolerate for a moment the present 
state of things prevalect io all Ladin 
camps, 

Owiog to the war the usual big 
game parties up the MacMlilao bave 
been postponed. There are only two 
exceptions, and those are expected to 
return at the end of September.

Hawksley, Superintendent of lodian Af- 
faire for the Yukoo Territory, paid av 
official visit to tbe School in conovction 
with the new workshop aod septic tank 
which bave been consiructed by the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs. The work- 
shop will add greatly to the efficiency of 
the work done by the School, as manual 
training is by far the most important 
thing for an lodieo boy, who bas to earn 
his livingin the Yukoo. lvis hoped that 
the septic tank will succersfully solve 
the drainage problem, which has been a 
syuree of trouble for some time. 

Bishop and Mrs. Stringer stayed 
some days at the School on their way 
home from Eogland. During hie stay 
the Bishop bold a Contirmaticn Service 
in Carcross, at which Bella Njootli, one 
of the girls of the School and daughter 
of the Kev, Amos Njootli of Rawpart

I nave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter dated Nov 21st, 1914. file #297298/1 in reference to 
the apparently large staff employed at the Carcross Indian 
Boarding Scnool, 

In connection with the above I beg to submit the fol- 
lowing report. 

During my visits to the Carcross School I was a guest ther 
and thus had a good opportunity of observing the staff at their 
work, Their time was fully occupied with the various duties 
in the several departments, they appeared to have very little 
time for recreation, this was a matter I called to the atten 
tion of the Principal. In a place like Carcross where every- 

thing has to be done on the premises the work seems endless. 
{My experience as Principal of the school for three years, 1906 
to 1909 verifies this. 

Being within easy reach of the Bishop of Yukon and wishing 
to supply the Department with accurate information as arly as 
possible, as I do not anticipate having to visit the school un- 
til the opening of navigation (it being so costly to make a 
tripin winter) I interviewed the Bishop who kindly gave me the 
following information.

Miss R.Sibley : Kitchen Assistant. 

The Bishop says that he has gone into the matter very 
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fully. It would be to the advantage to the Church of England 
financially to manage with a smaller staff inasmuch as the 
Gov't grant is not sufficient to cover all expenses and that 
he has to look toother sources for tne balance. After several 
years experience, and after learning all he could from the ex- 
perience of other such institutions he has come to the conclu- 
sion that six workers are essential to efficient service. It 
might be possible to manage with five but 4t would mean very 
nard work and considerable strain on each one. 

In many cases workers in boarding schools throughout Canada 
have broken down in health pecause of tne continuous strain. 
The workers have very little relaxation. In most avocations 
a person has some part of the day or week free from responsibd- 
4lity. In an Indian poarding school the strain is continuous, 
even Sunday is not exempt. A public school teacher for instance 
may have hard work and much responsibility from 9A.M to 4 P.M 
put he or she has certain hours free from the respomsibility 
and tension of keeping order and giving instruction. Such 
feedom is almost unknow: in an Indian boarding school and can 
only be attained in any degree by having the helpers relieve 
one another. This cannot be done unless there is # sufficient 
ae workers. During the greater part of the day all the staff 
have some special duties, the children too have their alloted 
tasks to perform and as 4 rule they need constant supervision 
in order to have the work done properly and in a workmanlike 
way. If the work in the class room were all it would be a com 

paratively easy task, but instruction is also given in other 
branches of work, carpentry, work in the woods, nunting, fieh- 
ing, printing, care of live stock, gardening, washing, ironing, 
mending, scrubbing, sewing and cooking, all these require more 
or less supervision. 

It means so much to have the workers satisfied, with the 
present they are all satisfied, with one less they would all 
be dis-satisfied, I feel sure that resignations would be more 


frequent if the number were reduced. 
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The salaries paid very small compared with the gen- 


eral run of salaries in Yukon. They are as follows;

Their duties overlap more or less but generally speak- 
ing may be designated as follows. Rev W.T.Townsend teaches the 
day school, gives physical drill, superintends the publication 
of the little paper “Northern Lights", takes the boys out at 
certain times, and as Principal sees after the acceptance and 
dismissal of the pupils, and conducts the general correspond- 
ence. 

Mr Johnson has charge of the school plant, superintends 
the heating and water supply and has oversight of all the out- 
door work of the pupils. He also looks after the hay and the 
firewood, gives instruction in the care of live stock, garden- 
ing, carpentery, and blacksmith work, in addition he has the 
ordering of supplies and keeps the accounts. 

Mrs Johnson the nousekeeper in aidition to care of the food 
and clothing gives special instruction in cooking, jam making, 
and laundry work and many other small things that crop up daily 
take up her time and attention. 

Miss Naftel is girls matron, she teaches sewing, mending 
knitting, etc, and is responsible for the girls generally, their 
deportment and cleanliness. 

Miss Appleyard is the boys matron whose duties are similar 
to those of Miss Naftel, she also gives assistance in the laundy 

Miss Sibleys duties are for the most part confinedto the 
kitchen preparing meals with the assistance of one or two of 
the girl pupils and attending to the cleanliness of the kitchen 
utenails. 


Mr Townsend is a qualified teacher with considerable exper- 
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tence, in addition to his work as principal Of the school he 


has certain missionsry duties to perform for this reason part 
of his salary is paid from Church sources. 

Mr Johnson is peculiarly fitted for his position as manager. 
He ig an engineer and a good all round mechanic and could get 
three times as much wages as an engineer. His ability as a me- 
chanic to repair many things about the school which before his 
coming were done by a tradesman at the expense of the Department 
has undoubtedly saved the Dep't quite a sum of money, I might 
venture to say hundreds of dollars. 

Miss Naftel and Miss Appleyard have both had special train- 

ing and a good deal of experience. 

Miss Sibley joined the staff last Sep't to fill the place 
vacant by the resignation of Miss Hutchison. It might be mention 
ed in passing that Miss Hutchison after leaving the school wrote 
(without any ulterior object) voluntarily expressing her opin- 
ion that six workers were necessary to carry on the work of the 
school efficiently. 

The financial statement for the year ending March 3lst 1913 
showed a total expenditure of $7640.00. Last year it would be 
some what more. Deducting say $350.00 for Mr Townsend's board 
the total amount for salaries will be $2850.00 and board inclu- 
ding Mr Townsend's entire salary, adding the board and salaries 
together for the whole staff it would not amount to more than 
is paid for the services of two qualified teachers in the public 
schools in Dawson. 

The Bishop strongly expresses the opinion that a staff of 
six workers are absolutely necessary for the work. At the same 
time he states that he will gladly consider any recommendation 
from the Dep't and would like their opinion on the question 


after reading this report.

Immediately after Christmas Mr.

Whitehorse is a prosperous place at 
present. as the copper mines close to 
town ¢ ull working at high pressure. 
There are close to ) men working 
there, or as many as the total population 
of Whitehorse. In addition the mines 
at Conrad, and other places, which have 
been long idle have now restarted, 

An epidemic of measles has been 
sweeping through the town, affecting 
both Whites and Indians, The latter 

isolated in their Reserve some 
three miles from Whitehorse, with a 
constable of the R. N.W. M, P. and Mr. 
Swanson to look after them. Thanks 
to the energetic measures of quarantine 
enforced by the Police, the epidemic was 
stopped in three weeks. No fresh cases 
have been reported. When the adult 
women began to be affected, the au- 
thorities sent a woman from the town, 
who looked after the children and 
taught them much needed lessons in 
cleanliness. This disease (measles, not 
cleanliness) is very virulent among the 
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A Trip to Rampart House.

“May be we'll get away tonight”. 
‘Thus daily for two weeks, did Ab. Scha- 
fer, bunter and trapper, who had not 
been to town for twenty years, express 
the uncertainty of the departure of the 
trading boat “‘Rampart’’ bound on its 
annual return trip from Dawson to Ram- 
part House, However astart was made 
on Wednesday afternoon, July 26th. At 
last it seumed as if patience had its re- 
ward as our craft was sweptdown stream 
at the thrilling vate of six miles an hour. 
A new boiler had been installed, the 
ship's erew.five Indians and four 
Whites’ had enjoyed a comparative- 
ly long stay in the midst of civilization, 
und things generally betokened a speedy 
trip. But within an hour and a half it 
was easily realized that something had 
ywone wrong, for our boat was now drift- 
ing helplessly in a very swift current. 
Great fear was entertained lest the boat 
should strike asand bar which stretched 
far into the river. Happily it was 
missed, and after twenty minutes, in 
which time we had drifted a consider- 
able distance, we were able to make 
shore. The needed repairs to the 
steam valves were of such @ nature as 
to incur a delay of nineteen hours. 
Thursday, at midnight, we reached 
Forty Mile, the last Canadian port on 
the Yukonriver. Here, with Mr. Field 
the Missionary-in-charge and other 
friends, an enjoyable chat about the 
war and other up-to-date topics was 
indulged in. The ‘twee sma’ hours’ 
came all too soon, when it became 
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necessary to go abourd again. A heavy 
rain was falling, whieh easily pene- 
trated the roof of a new cabin which 
had veeently been built on the barge. 
On this occasion and many others, a 
couple of water proof sheets rendered 
valuable services. We left Forty Mile, 
which is 52 miles from Dawson, at 6A.M, 
and arrived at Eagle, the tirst stop in 
Alaska, at3P.M. Clearance papers 
had to be signed, and, as two passenger 
boats made the port that afternoon, we 
were delayed 6 hours. The time on 
shore passed quickly, chatting with 
friends who were returning to Dawson, 
and who were vividly impressed with 
the sights and smells of our boat—a 
mixture of doys, Indians, dried meat 
smoked fish, ete. The next town Cir- 
cle City—-is 180 miles from Eagle, which 
we passed on Sunday evening. Earlier 
in the day the Indians on board sighted 
4 porcupine swimming the river, and 
although the poreupine provides a fa- 
vourite Indian dish, they refrained 
from killing it because of their respect 
for the day. After making shore a ser. 
vice was held which was attended by 
allon board. Schafer remarked that 
he had not been to a service for more 
than a dozen years. Monday morning 
we left the mountains of the Upper 
Yukon and travelled through the Yu- 
kon flats for adistance of 9 miles, when 
we reached Fort Yukon, which is with- 
in the Aretic cirele.

He is an exceptionally good boy, and is 
especially useful in the printing shop and the shoe 
repair shop. 


I wish to ask your department to allow him 
at the rate of $20.00 per month. I understood that 
sometimes you help graduate students, and this seems 
to be an exceptional case. We may need to give him 
more than this after a time, but if yout department 
will allow at this rate it would help out materially.

I wish to ask you for a grant of $/00.U0 
towards eotregeng the expenses of fuel for the Carsross 
Indian Boarding School. During the last year about (.1a0) 
one hundred and fifty cords of wood were used. The 
staff together with the older boys did a great deal of 
work in providing a portion of this. Let year we had 
a numbe* of big boys in the school who were a considerable 
help. Most of these are leaving the school this Sumner, 
and Mr. Johnson, the principal, has decided that it will 
be impossible to procure the wood themselves for next 
Winter. He is therefore endeavouring to get someone 
outside to supply one hun@red (100) cords of wood by 
contract. The staff and the boys wili also do what they 
can in procuring wood. We find, further, that if the 
bigger boys have to spend all their spare tine in getting 
wood the teaching of other practical departments, such as 
carpentering, has to be neglected. 


As you can readily understand, the cost of 
supplies for the school has gone up tremendously the 
last couple of years, and we find it increasingly difficult 
to finance the school with the per capita grant which tie 
department has given us. If it were possible to increase 
the per capita grant to #<0U.00 it would, of course, telp 
us out of the difficulty. 


I shall be glad if you will do what you can in

I have ween informed by tne Bisnop of Yukon 
that tae Rev Dr Westgate has written nim in reference to the 
erilargement of tne Careross Indian Residential Scnool to pro- 
vide accomodation for 200 pupils.Wnetner I should write on 
this matter until asked to do so by tne Department is a ques- 
tion, nowever ,with all due respect to Dr Westgate I venture 
to suggest that he is not surfieiently familiar with the con- 
ditions here to form any reliable judgment as to tne need of 
enlarging the school. Last summer he visited Careross and White- 
norse at the south end of the Territory,met very few Indians, 
talked tne matter over with the Principal who at that time had 
less than a years experience in the Yakon under these cireum- 
stances a knowledge of the real need of enlargement could not 
very well be ootained. 


Tne Bishop of the Yukon says tnat it is out of tne question 
to fill a s7%nool large enough to accomodate 200 pupils.Accomo- 
lation for 50 or 60 at tue most would ve ample ani he was not 
sertain tnat tnis number could ve Kept up regularly. 


If I may ve permitted to express an opinion on this sudject 
I would say that under existing conditions tne school as it now 
stands is large enough to meet the demands.It will oe seen from 
reports of past years that the school was not always full only 
in tne last year or two has tne full numoer veen in residence. 
From experience I know how 144fficult it 1s to get Indian parent 
to send tneir ecnildren to a residential scnool,a candidate or 
two on the waiting list does more to enhance tne value of the 
scnool in the Indian mind tnan 4 sonstant pleading for children 
to fill vacancies. 


These northern Indians are quite a iifferent type to tnose 
of tne plains not nearly so far advanced in civilization,many 
of their old superstitions remain and are not easily overcome.

Dear Sir:- 


I nave just received you jet¥er of June 28th (166-1-1) 
in which you refer to certain conditions at the Carcross indian 
Rosidential School as reported to your Department by the Indian 
Superintendent for the Yukon. In reply I beg to state that for 
two or three months past our Society has been very deeply concerned 
about the conditions which have obtained at this institution. Our 
concern arose in the first place, out of the illness of one of the 
lady agents (irs. Morrison) who tendered her resignation and 
returned to her home in British Columbia. Another lady agent was 
immediately secured and sent to the School to take her place. Just 
at that time an epidemic of influenza laid hold on the School and 
prostrated a numbor of the children and two lady members of the 
staff. The children I am happy to be able to state have all, so 
far as Il have been informed, mado @ good recovery and I heartily 
wish that i could make the same statement with regard to the 
members of the staff. One of these, (Miss Ingram) as soon 4s 
she was convalescent and able to travel, tendered her resignation 
and has since returned to her home in Victoria. The other lady 
agent Miss Helen Bushell was so seriously ill that she had to be 
taken to the Hospital at Whitehorse. For some weeks we had hopes 
that she too might recover, but in this we were sadly disappointed, 
when we recoived a telegram on June 14th stating that she had died 
on the previous daye As soon 4s {information was received that tho 
numerical strength of the staif was reduced below its normal 
strength through the serious illness of these two lady agents, 
steps were taken to secure others to take their place, and although 
appointments have not yet been actually made, it is expected that 
this will be done in the very near future. 


From the above information it will be clear to you that 
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a certain amount of disorganization in the daily routine of the 
School was inevitable. /hen uiss Bushell's services were no 
longer available for the Kitchen duties, Miss xidgeway who is 
the teacher and head matron, and a fully qualified dietician, 
folt it her duty to leave the class-room and take over the 
Kitchen work in order that the health of the school and staff 
should suffer as little as possible. When she retired from the 
class-room I was under the impression that Mr. Bagshaw, the 
Principal had undortaken this duty. This he appears not to have 
done, and I have written to him asking for an explanation. That 
he, as Principal of tne School, should have taken over these 
duties, there is no question in my own mind whatever, except 
that certain circumstances which have not yet been roported to 
me, made it impossible for him to do soe As I have written to 
nim for an explanation I do not see that further action can be 
taken until this has been received. 


There is a strong probability that 1 myself may visit 
this institution during tae month of August, but in the neantime 
I should like to assure you that the whole situation is receiving 
our Society's very careful attention and I hope to be able to 
inform you in the near future that complotely satisfactory 
conditions again obtain.

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j I pave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of June 28th,file No 166-1-10,in reference to the 
general conditions at the Carcross Indian Residential School, 
mainly through the illness of two members of the staff,one of 
wnom died in the Whitenorse hospital. 


In reply I beg to say that I save recently returned from a 
visit to the above school and regret that I have to report that 
I found things much disorganized,)io teaching had been done since 
April 15tnh,Miss Ridgeway was acting as cook and in addition had 
undertaken all the nursing duties to members of the staff as 
well as to some of tne pupils.Sne was on tne verge of a nervous 
breakdown and had to go away for complete rest. Some of the older 
girls took charge of the kitchen.Miss Nevill arrived from the 
Alert Bay school and took over tne kitehen work,a girl's Matron 
was expected from Vancouver in a few days. 


Discipline was at a low.ebo. Three of the boy pupils ran away 
from the school they got as far as Whitehorse where they stole 
a boat and started down the Yukon River.They were seen about 10 
wiles below the town by an ex-pupil who called them asnore,faag- 
ged a passing steamer and returned the boys and the boat to White 
norse.I had just reached there on my return from a visit to the 
Champagne Indians,I took charge of the boys and returned with 
them to the school.Their joint fares for steamer and train was 
$21.50,Two of the truants were new boys who round the regulations 
of the school irksome.It is fortunate they were seen otherwise 
I am afraid they would have come to grief in some of the rapids. 


The members of the staff were discontented,not so mech with 
regard to their pay which is about $1.00 per day,as the meager 
rations they were allowed which are considered insufficient.This 
seems to be the main reason why there so many Changes, 


The usual examination was postponed until my visit in Sep- 
tember wnen the teacher will be free to attend the schoolroom. 


Some of the local Indians requested me to allow their chil- 
dren leave the school as they were not being educated. 
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It would appear that toe men freedom is allowed the pupils 
especially in the matter of visiting the town which is about 
two miles from the school,and attending dances which keep them 
out late. 


There is a good deal or criticism,doth among whites and In- 
dians,regarding the unsatisfactory state or affairs. The Bishop 
of Yukon visited the school recently,he wrote me saying, "You 
will find things at the school unsatisfactory. I hope you may 
be able to do something to straighten up matters,"

In reply I beg to say that, as stated in our letter 
to you of the 17th instant, it is expected, now that the school 
has been fully staffed,there will be a decided improvement in 
the general conditions throughout the sohool ani the work 
being performed by the pupils in the classroom, We understand 
that it wae the intention of a representative of the Missionary 
Society of the Church of England to visit this inetitution 
during the present month, when the situation would receive his 
attention, The Principal should not permit the pupils to 
visit the town at night and attend dances, 


Relative to the case of paying the amount disbursed in 
returning the three pupils who ran away from the achool, I beg 
to say that the amount paid by the school authorities in having 
these pupils returned should be taken from the grant advanced to 
you to cover the cost of travelling expenses of pupile at this 
school. Proper receipts should be attached to your vouchers 
covering the charges in returning these three pupils.

1. HISTORY 

The Indian Boarding School, now 
known as the Chooutla Indian School, 
was first established at Careross in 
the Spring of 19038. For some years 
previous a small school had been 
conducted at Fortymile (below Daw- 
son), under the personal supervision 
of the late Bishop Bompas. The ob- 
ject at that time was to supply @ 
home for orphans and neglected chil- 
dren, but the need for solid educa- 
tional work was 50 pressing, that the 
advantages of the school were given 
to all that could possibly be crowded 
in. 

The original Careross School con- 
sisted of two ‘shacks’, one of which 
was of logs. It was not long, however, 
before the Government was brought 
to see the solid nature of the work 


being done for the Indian children of + 


the Yukon, and persuaded that better 
accommodation was 4 necessity. As 
a result the present commodious build- 
ing was erected by the Department of 
Indian Affairs, and, in the Fall of 
1911, placed at the disposal of the 
Church of England, to be used as a 
boarding and semi-industrial school 
for Indian children. 


Il. OBJECTS AND METHODS 

The school has accommodation for 
thirty-five children. These are drawn 
from all parts of the Yukon, some 
from the immediate vicinity, some 
from the most northerly parts of the 
Territory, well within the Arctic Ci 
cle, and from many points between. 
The Bishop (Right Rev, I. 0. String- 


er), in his travels through the Yukon, 
is continually watching for suitable 
children. His aim is to get the best 
both in health an’ intellect, so that 
the gr hates of the School may form 
in their several camps a foundation 
on which the missionaries can build, 
in their endeavours for the physical 
and spiritual benefit of the natives. 
The Staff of the School had this 
object especially in view in drawing 
up the time-table. One half of the 
day is spent in the classroom. There 
the children are given, whenever pos- 
sible, an ordinary common school edu- 
cation. During the other half of the 
day they are taught the things most 
necessary to uplift them and their 
friends at home to something nearer 
the Christian standard of cleanliness 
and industry. The girls learn house- 
keeping, sewing, etc.; and the boys, 
gardening, rough carpenter and 
blacksmith work, and numberless 
other things that will be useful in 
the kind of life that they will likely 
lead. Nor is it forgotten that mere 
cleverness without the Christian char- 
acter will never save a man or woman. 


The work is essentially missionary.

No one, who has not lived in 
the North, has any idea of prices. A 
well known Yukon business man, after 
hearing the financial report of the 
School, gave it as his opinion that he 
would not have believed it possible to 
yun an institution of this kind so 
cheaply in any part of the Territory 


1V. NEEDS 


There is one great limitation to all 
work of this kind and that is lack of 
ready funds. Again and again we 
have to consider how many ne sary 
things we can get along without. 
There are branches of training that 
Indian children ought to have, but 
which cannot be included because we 
lack the means to procure the help 
and appliances. There are also special 
needs that, varying from time to time, 
cannot be definitely stated, but about 
which any one interested can receive 
information either from the Superin- 
tendent of the School, or from the 
Bishop, the Right Rev. I. 0. Stringer 
D.D., Dawson, Y.T.

In June a visit was made to tne above scnool.The school was 
on vacation owing to an epidemic of illness which has been 
prevalent since the beginning of the year,when all the pupils 
and staff were victims of Influenza which has been followed 
by an epidemic of septic pnuemonia resulting in the death of 
two pupils.The serious cases were sent to Whitehorse Hospital 
for treatment.At the time of my visit I found the institution 
clear of the apidemies and all the pupils in good health. 


The classroom being closed the usual examination was not 
neld however I examined the written work of the pupils done 
the week previous to the closing of the classroom which showed 
marked progress during the past term.Two pupils,Alice Moses 
and William Chitze passed the entrance examination for High 
Scnool,Alice gained”86% of the marks and William 56%4.The ques- 
tions set were the same as in the public School of Dawson, 


The Staff appear to be unsettled,the Principal and the 
teacher have both tendered their resignations to the Indian and 
Eskimo School Commission,up to date neither of these resigna-— 
tions have been accepted.Miss Ostergarde.R.N.recently arrived 
to fill the position of head matron and girl's supervisor has 
resigned and will be married in August to the Missionary at 
Carmacks.Miss Bertram,the kitchen matron is compelled to resign 
through 2 complete breakdown in health.The recently arrived 
Miss Doris Muir,boy's matron,has settled down to her duties 
and Mrs Thompson has been engaged as kitchen matron, 


The cultivated land including the newly cleared portion was 
all planted and the crops showing up nicely,given a good season 
free of frosts the crops snould be quite an increase over last 
years. 


The stock is in fine condition,5 head of cattle,lteam of 
hnorses,2 pigs and 30 chickens.A team of dogs is also kept for 
winter use. 


Good stocks of warm serviceable clothing were on hand for 
the pupils and a further supply was received during my visit. 
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These Indian children are brought up chiefly on a meat diet 
in their native homes and do not thrive 30 well on a largely 
farinaceous diet.The meals supplied them at tne school are goad 
Wholesome and plentiful but after consultation with Dr Wride 
& larger quantity of native meat was recommended to he given, 
it is felt that this would st gthen them and ensure more 
vitality and power of resistance when faced with illness, 


Owing to recent discharges of pupils already reported the 
number of pupils is at a low ebv,it 15 confidently hoped that 
new recruits will be secured to fill vacancies, 


Laundry equipment to supercede the hand nacnines now in 
use is needed.A washing machine and an extractor driven by 
& gas engine would be an ideal plant ,will send an estimate of 


the cost of such an equipment to the Department later On. 


Another need is a recreation room for the boys,they have to 
use the laundry as a play room in winter, 


The Indian and Eskimo Senool Commission are asking for a 
chapel I do not consider sueh a duilding necessary for an 
institution of tne size of the Carcross school, 


The sc100l has passed through a trying year,we hope when 
the new term begins all arrangements will be complete and a 
fresh start made.

i @ school was visited last June.Arriving there on 
Serureay afternoon no work was undertaken until Monday ‘ 
morning when the eZamination in the class room.The werd.¢ 
both the senior and junior grades was very good and reflects 
much credit upon the teacher,Mrs J.H.8ryne.The daily register 
was neatly kept and quite up to date.The school material was 
not up to standard in the way it was kept,in fact it was in 
an untidy state. 


The interior of the institution showed many signs of neg- 
lect,several doors were off their ninges,tnere were numerous 
broken windows and the walls of some of the rooms were very 
untidy,the pupils have been allowed to write their names on 
the beaver board and decorate it with other designs,unsightly 
stains of water streaked the walls in several places.A few 
of the rooms were kept neat but taking the institution as a 
whole it presented a general appearance of carelessness,a 
good deal of litter was lying around both inside and outside 
of the building.Tne pupils have been allowed to chalk upon 
the walls on the exterior of the building which does not add 
to its appearance, 


The new porcelain bath and the 24 new taps that were,it 
was 8ai@,so urgently needed and were sent to the school last 
December,I found the bath standing in a room used as a bed- 
room and being used as a receptacle for soiled clothing,it 
has not been installed,aix of the new taps had been attached 
the rest were stowed away. 


The boys and girls no longer use the separate entrances 
vrovided but use both entrances promiscuosly.Discipline is 
very lax,the pupils are very noisy,deportment is at a low ebb. 


A great deal of time has been spent by the principal and 
his assistant and some of the elder boys in constructing a 


very crude flume and water wheel at the little waterfall at 

the back of the school,disfiguring the one beauty spot of the 
place and so far getting little benefit from it.The Principal 
has an idea that the little creek at the back of the school 

Can be made to do many things.Some years ago I took this matter 
up with a practical engineer.His opinion was that when the creek 
was at its highest level and discharging most water not more 
than % or 5 horsepower could be developed.In the winter tiis 
creek freezes solid and is utterly useless for any purpose, 

A dam was built across the creek by the Principal this was 
washed away by the first freshet.It appears to me that it is 
not worth while spending so mich time and money on it. 


Before leaving the school the Principal asked me to write 
to the Indian and Eskimo Commission in reference to the food 
supplies sent in.I felt it was not within my province to do 
this but promised to bring the matter to the iotice of the 
Department.I am now quoting his own words, *Irequisitioned for 
12 barrels of Flour for the quarter June to September,I have 
received only 7 barrels.I asked for 150lbs of Rice and the 
Same amount of white beans,I received only 50lbs of each,there 
are no vegetables in the place.I am expected to make 1 lb of 
Jam or 1lb of Lard spread 65 slices of bread"several other things 
were mentioned,however,are sufficient to show the difficulties 
he has to contend with. Among the white people and Indians there 
is a strong rumour that the pupils are insufficiently fed.pDr 
H.d.Nunn of Whitehorse stated that he considers the pupils 
Should have a more generous diet.From what I Saw of the meals 
Served to the pupils,they were sufficient in quantity but very 
monotonous.

it 1s thought most likely when visiting the town of Carcross, 

To back up this seeminLy wild roumor, somebody in Uarcross di 
menvion to me whils passing tnrougn, that $ tne big girls were runn 
arouna quite a bit" but w. 5 .uav told me so is I am sorry to 
say haa been forgotten, 

Every effort has been taken to knock such a roumor on the head 
with the result that two children will be sent to your school some 
time after the first of the coming month, The parents in this case 
will be leaving at that time for their next winter's quarters on the 
Taku river, and will therefore be out of touch with your school for 
the rest of this year, 

Might I be advised if this is correct, and if so they shalll 
be turned over to your safe keeping, 48 soon as possible, 

I quite expect that the above roumor is simply talk, but thought 
it my duty to advise you of what I had heard,

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your favor of gune 28th. 
in reference to the rumours that have come to y ur knowledge re- 
garding the elder girls of the Carcross Indian Residential School. 

There is no doubt in my mind that there is no truth in the re- 
port that the girls get away from the school at night for the 
purpose of meeting the boys over in town.It is quite within the 
range of possibilities when they go over in the daytime -Owing 
to the school being understaffed the girls do go over to town 
without proper supervision.. 

Unquestionably the discipline here is very lax,I have brought 
this to the notice of the Principal.Naturally the Principal says 
there is no truth to all these rumours and I agree with him that 
things are not anything like 80 bad as represented but I do think 
that all the pupils are allowed too much liberty and that the gen- 
eral supervision is very far from what it should be. 

You may,with confidence,send on the two pupils from Atlin as 
soon as convenient to you, the holidays make no difference to their 
reception.

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to inform you that after consultation with our 
General Secretary, and Bishop Stringer, our Commission have 
decided +o recommend the Rev. H. C. Me. Grant for the position 
of Principal of the Chooutla Indian Residential School at 
Carcross, Yukon, and trust that this recommendation may receive 
the approval of your Department. 


As information has reached our Commission that this 
school is at present quarantined on account of an outbreak of 
chicken pox, and that Deaconess Topping, the Eead Matron is also 
ill, arrangements are being made for ir. Grant to proceed to 
Garcross at the earliest opportunity. It is fully expected that 
he will be able to travel by C-P.R. steamer leaving Vancouver on 
Nov. 14th, and so should reach Caroross not later than Nov. 18th. 


In support of our Commission's recommendation that l.re 
Grant be given the appointment in juestion, I beg to state that for 
some years he served as a layman on the staff at our Hay River 
and the iackay schools. From the Mackay school he proceeded to 
Emmanuel College, Saskatoon, wh he completed his studies in 
theology, and was Ordained to th parish of hortlach in the 
Diocese of Qu'Appelle by Bishop Harding. 


Dr. Hallam, who was Principal of Emmanuel College when 
ir. Grant was in residence there, states that he is industrious, 
willing, and capable in various ways. He also states that he is 
attractive and gets on well with others. J/ith regard to Mrs. Grant 
he states that she is a great help, and he highly recommends Mir. 
Grant for the Principalship of the school in question. 


Similarly favourable reports heve also been received 
from the Bishop of Qu'Appelle and the Superintendent of the Mission 
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of which the parish of Mortlach forms a part. 

I shall be glad to have your approval of Mr. Grant's 
appointment, and your approval of the action taken by our 
Commission in arranging for him to proceed to Carcross at the 
earliest opportunity to help to relieve the strain imposed upon the 
present staff through the outbreak of chicken pox.

I beg to advise the Department that I am inform- 
ea by Mr. Harper Reed, Indian Agent, Stikine Agency, at 
Telegraph Creek that complaints have reached him from Indians 
of his Agency that conditions are not as might be expected 
at the Chooutla Indian Residential School, Carcross, Yukon 
Territory. Letters received by Agent Reed are to the effect 
that the children at the school are not taken proper care of, 
are poorly clad, deprived of sufficient food, neglected as 
to their health and not properly supervised as to their moral 
conduct. It is further stated that the older female pupils 
are allowed their freedom in Carcross where they associate 
with white lads in the white community. 


Agent Reed has referred to the visit to Stikine 
Agency, in August last, of Mr. Assistant Commissioner Perry 
to whom at that time similar complaints were made. Mr. Perry's 
official report of August 30th, 1930, pages 8 4 9, dealt 
with the matter and recommended that a special inspection of 
the Carcross school be made for reasons given therein. 


The Department will be aware, of course, that 
Carcross, being in Yukon Territory, is not part of the juris- 
diction of this office, but as one of our Agents complains 
with respect to British Columbia Indian children attending 
the Careross School, it is thought that the matter might 
properly be brought again to the Department's attention, 
together with a suggestion that if the Department should con- 
sider an inspection advisable under the circumstances and 
there being no School Inspector, in all probability, in the 
Yukon, a visit may be made by the newly appointed School 
Inspector Barry, who is now attached to this office, sometime 
during the coming summer when he is in the northern part of 
the Province. This, of course, is simply a suggestion in 
case the Department may wish +o have such an inspection and 
is not intended as desiring to in any way interfere with 
affairs now in the jurisdiction of another Commissioner - Mr. 
Hawkesly. It is quite possible that Mr. Hawkesly may have 
reported on the conditions at the School in which case repres~ 
entations made to Agent Reed by certain Indians might be 
considered in conjunction with such reports. 


I may say that Mr. Barry, Inspector of Indian 
Schools for British Columbia, will likely be a busy man for 
gome time with his regular work and might ill be spared for 
the trip to Carcross during the present - the first - year 
of his appointment, but if the Department feels that a visit 
by him to Carcross may have good results, no doubt this could 
pe satisfactorily arranged.

Mr. Superintendent 
Hawksley, Dawson, informed the Department in December, last, 
that the school now had a complete staff, and he was of 
opinion that the members were efficient and thet the discipline 
and general conditions would improve. We are, however, 
communicating with Mr. Hawksley and informing him of the 
report that reached Mr. Agent Reed. We are requesting him 
to make, as soon as possible, a thorough inspection of the 
work at this school, and to forward his report to the Depart- 
ment. It ie not considered necessary to have Mr. Barry, 
Inspector of Indien Schools for British Columbia, visit 
Carcross. When we have Mr. Hawksley*’s report, Mr. Reed 
will be advised.

You 
should report specially on the quantity of food and clothing 
supplied, discipline, classroom activities, cleanliness of 
pupils and school and the latitude allowed the pupils in their 
associations outside the school, as well as any other matters 
which may come under your notice. The Department will be 
Pleased to have as full a report as possible at your early

I ha\ the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
dated February 19tn,file No 166-1l-1.in reference to tne reported 
conditions at the Carecross Indian Residential Scnool. 


In reply I beg to say that} reports and rumours carried by 
Indians are not always reliable.Some have really wonderful imag- 
i4nations and can relate a very feasible story ‘ased on the very 
slimest of facts.Forty tnree years experience in dealing with 
hese nortnern Indians has taught me this. 


It 14s very true that under the late principal,the Rev J.H. 
Bryne,the scnool experienced a really serious decline in clean- 
liness ,discipline,deportment of the pupils and care of the insti- 
tution generally. These things were brought to the notice of the 
principal when I visited the school in June 14930.To my great 
gurprise I found that the elder girls were allowed to spend the 
whole of Sunday at the Indian village,situated across the lake 
onvosite the scnool.The parents or relatives of these girls 
do not live in Garcross.For the first time in the history of the 
school a young Indian from the village entered the girl's dor- 
mitory at night by means of the fire escape. Fortunately the 
offender was discovered,tnrough the alertness of Miss dir,Boys 
Matron,before any real harm had been done.No action was taken 
against tne offender which,I think, was a great mistake.Mr 
Bryne did not report this during my visit to the school.At my 
request a stop was put to tne elder girls visiting the Indian 
village nor were they to be allowed to visit tne town of Carcross 
unless acctompanied by some member of the staff.On my return visit 
to the sthool last September I found that matters in this par- 
ticular point had very much improved. The Rev J.H.Bryne had left 
and Deaconess Topping was acting vbrincipal vending the appoint- 
ment of a new man. 


The Rev H.C.M.Grant arrived in November,since his arrival the 
conditions at the school have greatly improved. 


Regarding the pupils being poorly clad,this certainly is not 
true.I inspected the clothing stores and found an ample supply of 
good,warm serviceable clothing suitable to our rigorous climate.

the sameness cf the meals and that may be the reason why a pupil 
sometim leaves the dining room without having complete satis- 
faction and possibly complains to others of not getting enough to 
eat. The staff can scarcely be blamed for this.The provision stores 
are kept down to what may be termed a dangerous limit.Several of 
the principals have complained about the requisitions that they 
have sent in to the Indian and Eskimo School Commission. Winnipeg 
being cut down to the lowest possible limit.Surely a principal 
knows what provisions he needs tc arry on with better than some 
one located so far away.This close cutting of supplies might 
prove serious if a blockade or breakdown occurred on the single 
line of railway that supplies the Yukon.I have known the line tc 
be blocked for rearly one month at a time.An emergency supply of 
provisions should be kept on hand in case of accident. Instead of 
this the staff have to exercise the very strictest economy to 
eaue the onnEe 6s onat out the quarter,even at that they sometimes 
run out of ,especially if they happen to have some 
nake a oyas tice of taking my provisions along when I

In February, last, Mr. W. E. Ditchburn, Indian 
Commissioner for British Columbia, forwarded a complaint 
which the Indians of your Agency made regarding conditions 
at the Carcross Indian Residential Sohood . In this 
connection I have to say thet a report has been received 
from Mr. Hawksley, Indian Superintendent for the Yukon, 
which reads, in vart, as follows: 


“Reports and rumors carried by Indians are 
not always reliable. Some have really wonderful 
imaginations and can relate a very feasible story based 
on the very slimmest of facts. Forty-three years’ 
experience in dealing with these northern Indians has 
taught me this. 


It 1s very true that under the late Principal, 
the Rev. J. H. Byrne, the school experienced a really 
serious decline in cleanliness, discipline, deport- 
ment of the pupils end care of the institution generally. 
These things were brought to the notice of the Principal 
when I visited the school in June, 1930. To my great 
surprise I found that the elder girls were allowed to 
spend the whole of Sunday at the Indian village, situated 
across the lake opposite the school. The parents or 
relatives of these girls do not live in Garcross. For 
the firet time in the history of the school a young 
Indian from the village entered the girls’ dormitory at 
night by means of the fire escape. Fortunately the 
offender was discovered through the alertness of Miss 
Muir, Boys* Matron, before any real harm had been done. 
No action was taken against the offender, which, I think, 
wat © great mistake. Mr. Byrne did not report this during 

y visit to the school. At my requeet a stop was put 
to the elder girls visiting the Indian village nor were 
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they to be allowed to wn of Oarcross 
unless accompanied by ! e staff. 

On my return visit to mber 

I found that matters 

much improved. The Rev. J. H. Byrne had left an? the 
Deaconess Topping was acting principal pending the 
appointment of a new man. 


The Rev. H. ©. M. Grant arrived in November. 
Since his arrival the conditions at the school have 
greatly improved. 


Regarding the pupils being poorly clad, “this 
certainly is not true. I inspected the clothing 

stores and found on ample supply of good, warm 
serviceable clothing, suitable to our rigorous 

climate. There were also several beles of clothing 
that hed not been opened. All the pupils were 
comfortably and suitably clothed and were neat and 
clean in appearance. Upon enquiry of the pupils 

as to whether they hed enough clothing, their reply 

was “We have lots of it", The auestion of food is not 
so entisfactory. It is not true to say that the pupils 
are deprived of sufficient food. During the past year I 
spent two wee's at the school. I visited the kitchen at 
meal times to see what wes being served to the pupils. 
The quantity was sufficient to give each pupil ample for 
its need even though they had good appetites and generally 
there was some left over. If a pupil becomes hungry be- 
tween meals they can alweys get something to eat by 
applying to the kitchen matron. 


For a time the supervision of the pupils was not 
all that it should have been, partly due to the school 
being understaffed and partly to the laxity of the late 
Prinoipal who certainly did not understand the nature and 
characteristics of the Indiene. Under the present staff 
this defect has been materially remedied.

In this connection I have to say that the Depart- 
ment is pleased to note that there has been a very Zecided 
improvement since the Rev. H. C. ¥. Grant took up duties as 
Principal. It is also noted that the pupile have an ample 
supply of good warm, serviceable clothing, also that there 
has been an improvement in the food supplied for their use. 
It is further noted that more strict supervision is kept over 
the pupils ond that the older cirls are not allowed to vist 
the Indian village on Sundays. You should inform the 
Principal that he is not to permit the pupils to be absent 
from the school over night, unless for urgent reasons, and 
the girls should not be allowed to visit the town of Oarcross 
if they are not accompanied by a member of the staff.

Dear Sir:- 


Some time before the fire which destroyed the 
school and workshop on April 17th 1939 there was quite an 
epidemic of stealing in the school. The articles stolen by 
the pupils consisted of tools, food and the personal belong- 
ings of the staff. When these cases of theft were first reported 
to me the culprits were strapped on the hands and all the 
scholars were told that if stealing did not cease more severe 
measures would be taken. The scholars were told that if there 
were any more cases of theft the guilty one, whether a boy 
or girl, would be laid across the classroom desk in the 
presence of the whole school, clad only in their night attire, 
and strapped on a different part of their anatomy than their 
hands, Stealing still went on. Those, about whose guilt 
we had no doubt were dealt with in this manner. So severe 
was this strapping that the child had to be held down by the 
Head Matron and Farm Instructor. I naturally thought at the 
time that this form of punishment would bring about the 
result desired. It didn't. Stealing still went on. Realizing 
that corporal punishment had little op no effect one staff 
member suggested a course of action that had been followed 
4n another school. In this case, though, it was used to 
prevent girls from running away from school and it consisted 
in cutting off all the hair off the head of the offender. It 
was suggested to me that possibly this form of punishment 
would bring results. Accordingly all children were warned 
what would happen if anything else was stolen. It was only 
a matter of a few days before this form of punishment had to 
be used. It checked stealing at once. 


We did not have much to contend with stealing 
until after the fire. I might mention that at the time of 
the fire a considerable number of articles that were taken out 
SF the burning buildings were carried off by the onlookers. 

Ihe Head Matron saw one Indian woman, the mother of one of 
the school girls, going home after the fire with a staff bath 
towel. Articles that the men on the staff were sure had been 
taken out of the burning buildings could not be found and the 
only conclusion that could be arrived at was that they were 
stolen by the Indians. 
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One article of value that was stolen whilst the 
fire was in progress was a diamond ring the property of the 
Head Matron. She stated that its value was approximately 
$100.00. A week or so after the fire it was found in the 
possession of one of the Indian school girls. 


Since then there has been one case of theft after 
another and the staff and Principal have been at their wits 
end to know the best way to deal with the problem. We tried 
to avoid hair-cutting as we were aware that this form of 
punishment was resented by the parents of the children. I 
would like to bring the following cases to your attention:- 


1. Last summer two of the school boys were out herding 
cattle. Corporal Pearson of the R.C.M.P. received a 
complaint about the theft of two tins of tobacco out of 

a house occupied by a carpenter working for the Northern 
Airways Limited. It was found out that these two boys were 
the thieves. This officer of the R.C.M-P. talked to the 
boys about their conduct and advised them strongly to 
behave themselves in future. The action I took was to make 
these two Indian boys pay for, out of a small salary they 
were earning, two tins of tobacco and give same to the person 
they had robbed. 


2, <A school girl stealing boy's clothing out of the boy's 
residence. She was strapped on the hands for this offence. 


3. Mr. Matthew Watson, Generel Merchant of Carcross informed 
me that school boys were bringing in notes bearing the 
forged signatures of some Indian residing in Carcross or 
vicinity. These notes called for groceries, candies, etc. 

On investigatin the matter it was found that 4 school boys 
had been engaged in this practice. They were given corporal 
punishment. 


4. <A short time after this incident Mrs. Takamatsu tIndian) 
came to my office and reported that some boys had taken a 
One Dollar bill out of a drawer in her house. I paid her 
the amount that was stolen and punished the two school boys 
concerned by depriving them the privilege of having a permit 
for two months. When they would otherwise pe playing they 
were given work to do. 


5. <A white resident of Carcross, whose house is quite near 
the Boy's Residence, reported to me that during his absence 
one night some person had entered his house and stolen 
cigarettes and a bottle of vanilla extract. Ewen though 

he did not say that he suspected school boys I had an 
investigation. The only result obtained was that one Indian 
boy accused another of this theft.

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6. On the first night our present Farm Instructor was at 
the school he informed me that a package of cigarettes 
was stolen out of his room. The boy who took these was 
found out and the cigarettes recovered. 


7%. Before the present Farm Instructor arrived his 
predecessor segeetes that a bottle of beer was stolen out 
of his room. he boy who took same was let off with a 
warning. It was his first offence. 


8. About three months after the theft of a bottle of beer, 
Mr. Matthew Watson, General Merchant of Carcross let me 
know that one of the school boys (the same who took the 
bottle of beer) brought a mink skin in to be sold. After 
questioning the poy as to where he got the skin Mr. Watson 
told him to call in the next day. In the meantime another 
Indian came to the store and stated that someone had stolen 
a mink skin out of the house in which he was living. On 
hearing these facts I questioned the boy and he admitted 
the theft. He realized that this time he could not be let 
off with only a warning. 


9. Another boy about this time broke into our Store House 
and stole a can of pears. His guilt was established, the 
pears recovered, and as @ punishment he was given a very 
close hair-cut. After this theft all the children in school 
were told that the next child or children, be they boy or 
girl, who was caught stealing they would be given a very 
close hair-cut. 


10. Quite recently the Head Matron advised me that the 
Kitchen Matron was having difficulty in making the bread 
she baked last as long as she thought it should last. Our 
reserve supply of bread 4s stored in a locked pbuilding just 
behind the building used as a4 Kitchen and Dining Room. The 
Kitchen Matron was advised to count the loaves of bread one 
evening and check same in the morninge Seven loaves of 
Dread were missing. We have not been able to find out who 
was the thief. 


11. On February lst 1940 the Head Matron ‘phoned me up 

to say that two school girls (Lily Johnson and Rowena Baum) 
had been caught red-handed by the Kitchen Matron stealing 
bread. The amount they were in the act of stealing was 
approximately one loaf. Both these girls had the hair on 
their head cut off. 


12. Today, February 5th 1940, the Kitchen Matron advised 
me that some of her clothing had been stolen and there seems 
to be no question but that the theft was comitted by one or 
more of the school girls. 
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From the aforementioned cases you will see that 
not only have various articles been stolen but that 
different methods of punishment have been used. Insisting 
that the supervision of the children be of a more exacting 
nature did not bring the results desired. Reprimanding a 
child accomplished nothing. Corporal punishment was also 
useless. The only thing that has brought results was 
cutting of their hair. 


As quite a bit of resentment has arisen amongst 
the Indians regarding this form of punishment it would be 
appreciated if you would advise whether such a procedure 
meets with your approval. I would be glad to receive any 
suggestions that you might care to make on how to handle 
this most difficult situation. Some of the Indians claim 
that if the children were given enough to eat they would 
not steal. I make a point of going into their Dining Room 
nearly every day and have noted that they are given an 
ample supply of good and wholesome food. The absurdity 
of this claim of the Indians is shown by the fact that 
food is by no means the only articles stolen.

I have not had an opportunity of inspecting the resi- 
dential school at Carcross, nor do I iknow much of the results 
which are being achieved by it. My general observation of the 
work of such institutions in the north, however, is that they 
do little to equip the Indian ‘for the type of life wiich he 
must of necessity live in this country. Rather they make the 
Indians aissatisfied with the way of life to which he must al- 
most inevitably return. However I realize that this is a con- 
troversial que stion and the schools appear to be conducted in 
accordance with departmental policy. 


The Hostel which is maintained by the Anglican Chureh 
at Dawson is for half-breed childrens I do not think there 
are any full blood Indian inmates. the children in residence 
attend the local school. I note that it has been suggested 
that the school at Carcross might be closed and @ consolidation 
effected with the Hostel at Dawson, making use of the old resi- 
dence of the Commissioner, for accommodation. 


Bishop Geddes has not been in the Territory since 
my arrival so I have had no opportunity of discussing this 
suggestion with him. However It appears to me that the idea 
is open to many objections the chief being that the 
cost of maintenance of an 
higher than at Carcross bec 
supplies, the increase in cost of fuel, etc. 
sufficient adjoining ground available to grow potatoes or 
other root crops to assist in maintenance or to train the 
native children in agricultural pursuits. Moreover the build- 
ing itself is most unsuitable and the remodelling, which would 
be necessary before it could be so used, would be very expen- 
sive.

Dear Dr. McGill:- 


I write to confirm our conversation of last 
Tuesday regarding the Indian Residential School at 
Carcross. 


You will recall that the building there was 
destroyed by fire some two years ago and that since then 
the school has been housed in temporary buildings which 
leave much to be desired. With the arrival in Carcross 
of the American troops these buildinzes and their location 
are proving far from satisfactory. 


I am given to understand that the buildings in 
Dawson, formerly occupied by the R.C.M.P., have been 
standing idle for the past four years. These buildings 
would from all reports prove very satisfactory temporary 
housing for the school until such time as the building 
in Garcross itself can be replaced. 


I wish to ask, therefore, that the Department 
would consider obtaining these buildings for the use of 
the school and arrange for the children to be moved to 
Dawson for the time being.

Since receiving your letter of June 17th with reference 
to accommodation for the Carcross Residential School, I have been 
in further communication with both Carcross and Dawson. It 
becomes increasingly evident that, if at all possible, the school 
should not be left in its present location for another winter. 


I am informed that in addition to the R.C.M. Police 
buildings at Dawson, about which I wrote to you on May 28th, and 
which in your reply you stated would not be available for the 
school, there is still another vacant building in Dawson known 
as “Government House." I am therefore, writing to ask that the 
Department consider obtaining the use of this building for the 
Indian Residential School. I understand that it would require 
a certain amount of alteration for this purpose, but that it would 
be infinitely preferable to the present temporary accommodation 
at Whitehorse.

The present location is close to th 
railroad and at the same time is in a district where there is 
ample fish and game available. rthermore m told that fuel 
is obtainable at far lower cost an in the Dawson area.

For some time past I have been considering 
the step which I now am taxing with reference to the 
Chooutla Indian Residential School at Carcross, Yukon, 


I have felt that the present facilities fo1 
sanitation and hygiene were inadequate, but at the same time 
I have realized the valuable work the school was doing and 
hence I did not wish to see it discontinued. Certain 
developments have made it clear to me that some action should 
be taken. These are: 


l: The increased incidence of communicable 
disease due to the large influx of population. 


2: The occurrence of an epidemic of measles at 
the school and in which every child was affected with but one 
exception. There has been one fatality due to the epidemic. 


3: The lack of skilled nursing personnel and the 
increasing difficulty of keeping a nurse at the school under 
the present living conditions. 


Under the present arrangements the school does not 
remotely satisfy the usually accepted standards of sanitation. 
The dormistories are overcrowded, the water supply is unprotected, 
and the lavatories and toilets are wholly inadequate. For 
example the boys' dormitory has 22 boys sleeping in a room 16 
x 22 x 10 feet; this in addition to a large drum heater. The 
girls dormitory is not so congested but does not give an adequate 
amount of cubic-footage of air space per person. 


This state of congestion can and will only lead to 
an increase in the incidence of communicable disease and I 
believe that it is not in the best interests of the children to 
live under such conditions.

I have therefore decided to condemn the buildings 
@.° residential school as unsuitable for their purpose. A copy 
y declaration is enclosed.

It was decided 
at thet time not to proceed th the erection of a new 
building but that temporary buildings, consisting of 
one or two unoccupied residences, should be rented as 
dormitories and classrooms for the pupils. The annual 


rent of these buildings is °1140.99. 


The Carcross School has at this date an 
enrolment of 40 pupils for whom we pay per capita grants 
amounting to $2950.90 annuslly. The last audit report 
indicates that the cost of operation per pupil per annum 
amounts to $553.55. This high cost of operation may, in 
part at least, explain the failure of the school to 
secure skilled nursing personnel. The pupils in attend- 
ance at this school, I should add, are in the main 
illegitimate and children from broken and disrupted homes. 
It has been found from experience that it is exceedingly 
difficult to provide care for these children apart from 
residential school accommodation, owing to the nomadic 
habits of the Yukon Indians.

I wired to you from St. John, N.B., with 

reference to the critical situation which had arisen in 

the school at Carcross. I have since received a copy of 

Mr. Hoey's letter of October 2lst to Dr. Westgate informing 

him that it had been decided to reduce the pupilage in the 

school from 40 to 20. 


In connection with the degéision which has thus 
been made I would draw your attention to the statement in 
my aforementioned telegram that to reduce the numbers of children 
in the school would seriously increase the operating costs. 


The per capita rate for the Carcross school is 
250.00. With the discharge of 20 pupile this means a corres- 
ponding annual loss in income of 4¥5000.00. While there will 
be some savings on items like food and clothing, the major 
items of expense, namely staff and overhead, will remain unchanged. 
Thus, whereas with a pupilage of 40 the per capita grant was 
sufficient to run the school, with the pupilage reduced to 20, 
the same per capita rate must result in heavy loss. 


I write to ask, therefore, that under these 
special circumstances the Government will see its way to assume 


responsibility for this loss - or at least a considerable part 
of it.

nen the Careross Residential School vas 
Aestroyed by fire on April 17, 1969, an assurance was 
given to the Anslican Chureh authoritics that the school 
would be rebuilt just as soon as the ‘unds necessary for 
this purpose could be seevred, and that in the interval 
funds would be provided to rent two or three houses that 
appeared available at that time for the conduct of 
classes and for dormitory accomodation. These houses 
have recently been condemned «s insanitary by the vedical 
Fealth officer of the district, »ho issued an oréer thet 
the building be closed. Later, however, the building was 
re-opened with an enrolment of °O rather than 40 pupils. 


I am not at all sure that we are justified in 
spending at this particular time, or indeed at any time, 
the sum of *10,9°O on the educ tion of ®0 pupils. This 
per capita grant does not include money paid for a night 


watehman or for incidental expenses such as repairs, the 
purchase of textbooks, ete. I am disposed to think, 
without knowing much about local conditions, that this 
money might be more profitably spent in the estab! tsrment 
of one or two day schools at certain centres and in the 
employment of a nurse, “ualified to give instruction 

in dietetics, etc. 


‘Mr. Phelan and IT have spent the last week in 
carefully reviewing the recuests received for the repatr 
and general upkeep of our residential school buildings. 
The appropriation svailable in the 1944-44 estimates ts 
sufficient to meet no more than 50° of the amounts re- 
nuested. In ad@ition to these recuests, however, there 
are recuests for new buildings, partieviarly from the 
Antlican Church, and recuests from all the churches for 
the new buildines necessary for the promotion of vocat- 
fonal instruction. Therefore, unless the Government ts 
in a position to provide the ‘unds necessary to meet these 
requests, I am of the opinion that it oulé be sheer folly 
to build additionel residential schouls anywhere in the 
Dominion. The policy of the Government in respect to the 
construction of Indian day and residential schools has 
never been clearly defined at any time since I entered 
the Department. In this connection I should like to 
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refer to my memorandum to you on the operation of 
residential schools, dated May 41, 1949. In view of the 
fact that representatives of the churches have mace arrange- 
ments to meet the Minister toward the end of Tecember, 

with the object of discussing with him the desirability of 

a substantial inerease in the present per ca {ta grant ellor- 
ances, it has occurred to me that the policy of the Govern- 
ment in respect to the building of residential schools and 
the operation oj these schools might very vell be reviewed 
prior to the linister's interview with the representatives 
of the ehurches. 


In respect to the recuest submitted by Canon 
Dixon, my recommendation is that a special grant be made to 
the Careross school to enable this school to operate without 
loss during the present academic year and that this grant 
be made on the understanding that the school will cease to 
operate on the JOth of June, next. I recommend, #lso, that 
the Church be told definitely that it is not ovr intention 
to rebuile the residential school in the Yukon Territory 
at any time during the years immediately ehead of us.

Dear Canon Dixon: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
November 11, in which you remin¢ me that the reduction 
in the pupiiage at the marginally noted school will 
result in the loss of revenue to the Church, amounting 
to approximately $5,000.90 for the present academic year. 


You are aware, no doubt, that our per capite 
grants are based on the actual enrolment at residential 
schools. No provision has been mace in the existing 
Treasury regulations for the payment of special grants. 
However, I appreciate fully the unusual conditions 
existing at Carcross, and it is my hope that some ways 
and means may be discovered whereby a special grant can 
be made to this school. 


It is my understanding that arrangements have 
been made whereby representatives of the churches will 
meet with the Minister in December, with the object of 
securing additional financial assistence for the operation 
of residential schools, If sueh is the case, the spastes 
assistance necessary at Cercross is e matter that m ght be 
discussed with the Minister and the officials here at 
that time.

Dear Dr. McGill; 


I thank you for your letter of October the 
fifteenth dealing with the subject of Indian Hducation in the 
Yukon, with particular reference to the Carcross Residential 
School and the question of Indian Day Schools in the Yukon. 


I note that you hope to obtain from the 
American Army some of the buildings now being built by them in 
the southern Yukon, the lumber from which could be used in the 
erection of a new School after the war. From what I have seen, 
even if we only secured a small fraction of these buildings 
we should have ample for our need. I should like to suggest 
that with the buildings you should also endeavour to secure 
one of the many portable sawmills that they have as well as 
one of the smaller Diesel Caterpillar tractors of which there 
are hundreds in Yukon. There will be some material required 
for the larger building that will not be found in the smaller 
ones but with the additional equipment I have suggeagsted we 
should be able when the time comes to erect the building at 
very little cost. 


In May last I suggested to Dr. Westgate, 
that an effort should be made to secure one of the two large 
buildings situated in Dawson,and owned by the Government, to 
house our school. Unfortunately that effort did not succedéd. 

I know that there is considerable opposition on the part of 
the authorities to having the School in the Town of Dawson, 
and if the School were to be located here permanently I too 
would oppose, not because of any antipathy to the Indians but 
because I believe that the School can best fulfil\ its purpose 
outside the town. But as an emergency measure solely for the 
duration of the war it was unjust to refuse us one or other of 
the two buildings. The only other building in the Territory is 
also owned by the Government and located at Mayo. It was until 
this year used as a Hospital. It is smaller and not so suitable 
as either of the others. 


With the intense activity now going on 
in southern Yukon I feel strongly that we should move the 
Carcross School further north for the duration of the war. I 
should also like to point out that the epidemic,which was the 
occasion of the drastic action taken by Dr. Roth, affected 
Champagne, Whitehorse, Teslin and their environs far worse than 
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it did Carcross. 


Regarding the question of Indian Day Schools I 
am convinced that if we could provide sufficient day schools 
we would best meet the needs of our Indian population. But to 
place Hducation within the reach of every Indian Child by this 
means would entail an expenditure more than ten times what we are 
spending today. To my mind the only feasible solution is to have 
one Residential School together with a number of day schools 
located at those centers where @ sufficient number of children 
can be had to make the teachers efforts worthwhile. 


If the Indian Affairs Branch wishes to have one 
or more Indian Day Schools opened in the Yukon and will provide 
the slary for the teachers I shall be quite willing to endeavour 
to secure suitable teachers and arrange to have the schools 
established. Thege are several possible areas for such schools, 
viz, the Indian Village near Mayo; "Big Lake" west of Carmacks, 
Carmacks; Teslin; somewhere in the Champagne area, west of 
Whitehorse, Ross River;and possibly Whitehorse. 


I think it was most unfortunate that your Branch 
three years ago withdrew the grants from our seasonal Indian Day 
Schools. No expenditure thet your Branch made in Yukon brought 
better returns for the small cash outlay involved than the Seasonal 
Day Schools. At these centers during the summer months it was 
possible to get together as many as 30 children in some instances. 
We may not have been able to take them very far on the Educational 
Highway but they were learning to read and write, @ little arith- 
metic, and perhaps even more important, the elements of Hygiene, 
Sanitation and Health habits. All this was cast aside for a saving 
of less than $250.00 per school. 


Nothing can now be done until next summer about 
moving the Carcross School. By March next we should be in a 
better position to judge what the year 1943 will be bringing to 
us in Yukon and I should then like to submit to you a definite 
proposal regarding this School for the duration of the war. 


If you should decide to proceed with the opening 
of one or more new Indian Day Schools in the Yukon I shall be 
glad to hear from you as soon as possible, for while it will not 
be possible to do anything about the actual starting of the school 
till the first of June next, yet 4t will take some time to secure 
suitable teachers, and also the material for the construction 
of the necessary buildings. 


You will already have been made familiar with 
the measures taken to deal with the situation at Carcross for 
this winter. I think it was the only possible solution. We could 
not have sent all the children home for some of the. children 
have no home.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of November 11 and to thank you for the information 
contained therein. 

I eam disposed to think that some misunder- 
standing has arisen in respect to the operation of 
seasonal schools in the Yukon Territory. There is nothing 
on file here to indicate that the grants usually made to 
these schools have been withdrawn et any time. In the 
estimates of this year I note that provision has been made 
for the operation of the following schools: Champagne 
Landing, 214 Crow Villege, Rampart House, Teslin Lake, and 
Whitehorse, in addition to the two more or less regular 

| gehools at Moosehide and Gelkirk. The total amount set 
| apart for the operation of these schools is $3,790. 


In recent years when our estimates have come 
up for discussion, the desirability of keeping seasonel 
schools in operation throughout the Dominion has been very 
fully discussed. There is e feeling amongst a number of 
our officials that unless qualified teachers can be secured 
for the operation of these schools, the expenditure made to 
keep them open and in operetion 4s a sheer waste of money. 
However, we have never definitely decided to close then. 


We are experiencing at the present time, and 
have been experiencing for the last 10 or 1f years, the 
utmost difficulty in securing the funds necessary to keep 
our residential schools in a state of repair and to provide 
the money necessary for their operation. In view of 
existing conditions, this difficulty is likely to confront 
us for a great many years to come. I doubt very auch, 
therefore, the wisdom of continuing to erect additional 
residential schools unless we can see our way clear to 
keep these schools tn & reasonable state of repair. A

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number of suggestions have been mode by our field 
officials in respect to the operation of Indian day 
schools. A proposal has been made, for example, that 

a fully qualified teacher be ow, for the operation 
of two seasonal schools. This would enable the teacher 
to devote approximately five months to the operation 

of each, Another suggestion frecuently submitted is 

that a supervising principal be placed in charge of an 
Indien day sehool in one of our outlying districts and 
that he be made responsible for the inspection and 
general direction of the schools in the adjoining 
territory. If a teacher could be secured «hose wife 

was also a fully qualified teacher, who could teke charge 
of the school in the absence of her husbend, this proposal 
might prove feasible. I feel it is only fair to you and 
to the church authorities to state that at the present 
time the trends here are definitely against the construc- 
tion of additional residential schools anyrhere itn the 
Dominion. You are probably awere, of course, that 

with the exception of certain replacements of schools 
destroyed by fire, no new residential schools have heen 
built at any time in recent years.

You will find attached a memorandum dated November 16 
submitted to me by Mr. Hoey and dealing with the operation of the 
Carcross Indian Residential School. 


The facts set forth and the observations made by Mr. Hoey 
have a much wider application than to the question of the Carcross 
school itself. Mr. Hoey refers to his memorandum dealing with the 
general question of residential schools dated May 31, 1940. I have 
carefully re-read this memorandum and have discussed the matter 
with Mr. Hoey and Mr. Phelan. 


I am in full agreement with the views held by the 
officials in charge of Indian education that the time has come 
when a definite decision should be reached regarding our policy 
in respect to residential schools. I hold, and have long held the 
opinion that the educational requirements of the great majority of 
Indians could be met by day schools to the decided benefit of the 
Indians and to the financial advantage of the taxpayer. 


As it has been pointed out very plainly by Mr. Hoey many 
times, both verbally and in writing, our vote for several years 
past has not been sufficient to keep these buildings in a proper 
state of repair. A steady deterioration is taking place in our 
physical equipment and the auestion must be decided whether we are 
to go forward in developing a residential school system or to direct 
our efforts in another direction. 


Lately I have been disagreeably impressed by 4 number of 
police reports concerning truancy from these schools. 


In Mr. Hoey's memorandum of May 31, 1940, mentioned above, 
you will note his recommendation that a number of dilapidated 
residential schools that are costly to repair and operate be closed 
and Indian day schools be substituted therefor. On page 9, para- 
graph 2, of the same report you will note the figures he gives 
showing that the amount saved in one year in per capita grants 
through the closing of certain residential schools would almost 
meet the cost of building Indian day schools to take care of the 
pupils affected. 


(over) 
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I am in full agreement with Mr. Hoey's recommendation 
that a number of these residential schools be closed and day schools 
substituted therefor. I would suggest that as soon as war regula- 
tions regarding building materials permit, the building of day 
schools and the closing of certain residential schools be pro- 
ceeded with, in accordance with the plans and recommendations made 
by Mr. Hoey and outlined above. 


Several days ago, a letter was received from Bishop Geddes 
of the Yukon, dealing with the Carcross school and carrying the 


suggestion that a system of day schools might be introduced into 
the Yukon.

T wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of November 21st. I note your remarks rerarding the difficulty 
in securing funds to erect buildings: for Indian Residential 
Schoolse I am glad to note however that an exception is made in 
the case of the replacing of buildings destroyed by fire. IT am 
not sufficiently conversant with the problem of Indian education 
in other narts of Canada, but as far as the Yukon is concerned 
TI am quite convinced that one Indian Residential School can 
fully meet our need for that type of ifstitution and that other 
than our Carcross Indian Residential School, no other such 
institution is needed in this territory. 


T am a little concerned about the first 
pararraph in your letter rerarding grants for the Seasonal Day 
Schools operated by our Church at Teslin, Champagne and Whitehorse. 
These three Schools have been onerated by our Church during the 
past thre» summers but we have been unable to receive the 
mrants from your Department that formerly ere paid. In fact in 
1940 when the return for the Teslin Day School was forwarded to 
Ottawa it was returned with the notification that no errant would 
be paid. IT gather from your letter that the funds for these 
ichools are in the estimates that have been approved by Parlia- 
ment and I shall be grateful if you can advise me as to how we 
can secure the grants for these ichools that we have been 
operating.

On the 15th ultimo I forwarded to you 
applications for the admission of the above-named 
Indian children which had been submitted to me by the 
Reverend H.C.M. Grant. 


There is a clause in the application in 

which the Indian Agent is required to certify that the 
applicants are, "of good moral character and are eligible 
to be admitted as grant-earning pupils." I had no 
Loreena? knowledge of these matters consequently asked 

he Officer Commanding, the R.C.M. Police to obtain a 
report from his Careross Detachment. I now enclose here- 
with a copy of the report which was received in the same 
mail as the Police Report on the Indecent Assault incident 
therein referred to. 


With regard to Indian children of the age of 
Grace Smarch, one would say that they were unmoral rather 
than immoral. It might be argued, of course, that this 
little girl had not been subjected to school teaching and 
environment long enough to have benefitted therefrom.

Bishop Geddes, who visited Ottawa on the 
16th, 17th and 16th of this month, discussed very fully 
with the officials of the welfare and Training Service 
and with — the existing educational facilities for 
Indian children in the Yukon and additions or extensions 


that might be made to these facilities in the immediate 
) future. 


In view of the fact that this Branch is no 
longer assuming responsibility for the payment of an 
annual grent to the st. Paul's Hostel, the proposal first 
made by the Director of Lands, Parks and Forests, that a 
number of ‘teen age Indian girls might be given a certain 
amount of training in the hostel in house-keeping and¢ 
elementary domestic science, was fully discussed vith the 
Bishop. “e can see no objection to this course of training 
for Indian girls. The age of such girls, horever, should 
not exceed 16 and they should be admitted to the hostel 
only after medical examination and with the usval depart- 
mental approval. We do not think thet the number of these 
girls at any stated period of time should exceed 19. 


ve also discussed with the Bishop the utiliz- 
ation of the court-house pbuilding in Dawson for Indian 
residential school purposes. If the Anglican Chureh author- 
ities are of the opinion that this building would be suit- 
able for the accomnodetion of 30 or 40 Indian pupils and 
4f it is the intention to discontinue the operation of the 
Carcross School, there would be no objection on our part 
to the payment of the usual per capita crant. It should be 
kept in mind, however, that in the estimates of this year 
and next year we have only made provision for the payment 
of per capita grants for 40 pupils at Carcross. This means 
that the Indian pupils enrolled at the St. Paul's Hostel, 
the Carcross School or the court-house building shoul¢ not

Bishop Geddes, who visited Ottawa a few days 
ago, intimated to me that it was his intention to drop 
off at Winnipeg, with the object of discussing with you 
the operation of the Carcross Residential tchool. 


Bishop Geddes was of the opinion that it might 
prove advantageous to transfer the pupils now enrolled 
at the Carcross School to the court-house building at 
Dawson, provided that the court-house building could 
be secured for residential school purposes. In view of 
the fact that the Carcross School is operated by your 
Commission, our discussion with Bishop Geddes was of an 
exploratory character ané no definite decisions were 
reached, 


If it is the intention of your Commission to 
use the court-house building, an application for the 
building should be sent forward through this Branch to 
the Department of Public Yorks, at an early date. If 
you and Bishop Geddes reached any definite conclusions, 
you might let me know what your policy is likely to be 
in due course and if it is your intention to utilize the 
court-house building you should send in a separate applic- 
ation for the building and one that could be sent forward 
to the Public Works Department.

When Bishop Geddes called here on the 20th inst. 
on his way back to the Yukon, he informed me that during his 
recent visit to Ottawa, he had conferred with Commissioner Wood 
of the ReC.MeP., regarding the possibility of having the Mounted 
Police building at Dawson made available for Indian Residential 
School purposes until a new school building had been provided to 
replace the one destroyed by fire at Carcross, and that the 
Commissioner informed him he knew of no reason why this step 
should not be takene The Bishop agreed, however, to confer with 
Mr. Jeckell of the Yukon Branch of Government, to ascertain if he 
knew of any reason why the Mounted Police building should not be 
made available for the purpose mentioned, and after contacting 
Mr.e Jeckell in Vancouver, he (the Bishop) wréte to me, in part, 
as follows:-

"] saw Mre Jeckell in Vancouver yesterday and 
he told me that he had informed Ottawa that as far 
as he knew the Government were not likely to need the 
Old Mounted Police Building in Dawson and that if the 
Department of Indian Affairs wished to have it they 
could. I think it would be well if you wrote to Dre 
McGill and requested him to ascertain from Mre ReAe 
Gibson of the Lands, Parks, and Forests Branch, if 
this building is available for the schoole It was 
originally built for the Court House and later used 
as a barracks by the R.C.MeP. I shall discuss the 
question of the move fully with Mr. Grant and when I 
get to Dawson I will send you full details of the 
building as to size, interior arrangements, etc. ™ 
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The Mr. Grant mentioned is the Rev. H.0.M. Grant, 
Principal of our Carocross School. 


In response to the suggestion made by the Bishop, I 
am now writing to ask if you will kindly consult Mr. Gibson of 
the Lands, Parks, and Forests Branch of Government and complete 
arrangements for the taking over of the Mounted Police building 
in Dawson for the specific purpose of housing the activities of 
our Carcross School until such time as a new School building can 
be@ected. The date of the transfer of the limited activities 
of the School now being maintained at Carcross can be fixed by 
agreement, and other details worked out after we receive the 
information promised by the Bishop in the Closing part of the 
above quotation from his letter.

he and Dr. Camsell expressed their disapproval of any 
project which would bring the Indians in closer contact 
with the residential white population of centers such as 
Dawson. 


I note your remarks with regard to the placing of 
a limited number of Indian girls in St. Paul's Hostel, 
I shall also keep in mind in any discussion with Bishop 
Gedd@s the fact that the provisions made for per capita 
grants is limited to forty resident pupils all told.

I discussed with Doctor Camsell your 
memorandum of the 23rd instant and he read the corres- 
pondence which passed between yourself and Mr. Gibben. 
He recalls the conversation he and the Minister had 
with Mr. Gibben when they were at Dawson last fall 
and does not disagree with the inference Mr. Gibben 
took of the conversation they had at that time, namely 
that it would be better to keep the Indians further 
removed from the residential white population in 
centres such as Dawson. 


However, in this particular instance 
Doctor Camsell feels that the proposal of the church 
to use the court house building at Dawson is only a 
temporary expediency and must not be considered 
permanent. We have not sufficient funds to rebuild 
the school at Carcross. The buildings now being used 
by the church there are not in any way suitable. 
Consequently, the only alternative is to temporarily 
move the children to the proposed building at Dawson.

"With respect to the grant of $5,500 appearing in the 
Estimates for the current year for the care of in- 
digent half-breed and white children at St. Paul's 
Hostel, Dawson, Council has passed same influenced 
by the wishes of the Federal Vepartment, and the 
fact that future admission of children to the hostel 
will be under the control of the Controller. The

I have for acknowledgment your memorandum 
of “May 7, in whieh you seek information with respect to 
the enrolment of Indian pupils at the St. Paul's Hostel. 


I may state that the Carcross Residential 
Echool was condewned as insanitary end unfit for occup- 
ation b; . Frederick Burns, medical health officer 
in Oetober, 1942, As the result of certain negotiations, 
however, the medical officer agree¢ to the operation of 
the school on the understending that the pupilage would 
be reduced from 40 to 20, and the enrolment at this 
school has remained at the lower figure to this date. 


When Bishop Geddes visited the Department 
a few weeks ago, he discussed with the officials ways 
and means whereby the enrolment at Carcross might be 
increased to the qeegtues figure. At that time it was 
suggested to him that no serious objection would be raised 
if approximately 12 of the senior girls, who had been 
recently discharged, were transferred to the hostel at 
Yukon and that if such a transfer were made the enrolment 
would be by this action increased from £0 to 5, or at 
least per capita grants at the rate of $250.00 would be 
paid for 32 pupils. 


However, when the Anglican Chureh suthorities 
secured the court-house building at Dawson and decided to 
transfer all the pupils from Carcross to that building, 
it became evident that it would not be necessary to 
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transfer the 1° senior girls to the hostel, as ample 
accommodation for the full enrolment was available 

at the court-house building. [ should emphasize 

thet provision has been made in the estimates for 

the fiscal year 1943-44 for the education of 40 pupils 
at an Anglican residential achool in the Yukon territory, 
but no funds are avatieble for the education of addit- 
fonal pupils. It is my understanding that steps are 
being taken by the church authorities to have the 
equipment, desks, textbooks, etc., now at Carcross, 
tcuneferred to the court-house building and that, in 


view of all the efreumstances, it will he to the 
advantage of the church to have all the Indian pupils 
provided with instruction in a single building.

the Yukon has intimated to me that he has 2 other men in his 
Diocese, both of whom have had experience in Indian Residential 
School work, and that the Principalship of the School at Dawson 
will be given to either one of these.

Dear Sirt 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 23rd instant, in which you seek information with 
respect to the costs that might be borne by this Depart- 
ment in the establishment of the residential school, 
conducted until now at Carcross, at the F.C.M.P, building, 
Dawson. 


I may state that we have, in the 1943-44 
estimates, an amount of $10,000.00 for the payment of per 
capita grants at Carcross, This will enable you to enroll 
40 pupils at $250.00 each. This sum will be available for 
the instruction of pupils, should you decide to establish 
a residential school at Dawson. Under existing Treasury 
regulations, it is not possible for us to use per capita 
grants for any purpose other than the one for which they 
are voted by Parliament. 


In addition to the per capita grants, there 
is $500.90 in the estimates for general repairs at Carcross. 
This sum might be used for repairs and general structural 
changes at Dawson. There is not in the estimates, hovever, 
an amount that might be used for the purchase of furniture 
and equipment, either for the school itself or for the 
members of the staff, nor for the transfer of equipment 
from Carcross to Dawson. There is in the estimates an item 
of $240.00 covering allowance towards payment of night 
watchmen's services.at Carcross. There is also a small 
grant to assist residential schools in the transportation 
of pupils. The demands on this fund have become rather 
heavy during the last year or two. This condition is, no 
doubt, due in part to the restrictions on gasoline, auto 
travel, etc. The grants we are permitted to make from this 
fund amount to approximately 20% of the cost involved in 
the transportation of pupils. You will note, therefore, 
from the foregoing, that it will not be possible for the 
Department to assist your Commission in this project 
except to a very limited extent. We have not at our dis- 
posal, since the outbreak of the war, a miscellaneous vote 
to which we might turn for expenditures such as the ones 
you have in mind. 


In view of all the circumstances and the 
difficulty we are experiencing in securing funds for the 
regular services in this critical period, would it be 
possible for your Commission to find accommodation for 
the Indian pupils at the St. Paul's Hostel, using the 
ReC.oM.P. building for classroom work only? This susrvection 
may prove to be wholly impracticable, but I am submitting 
it for what it is worth.

Our Commission has explored every possibility of 
effecting the transfer of our residential school work from 
Carcross to Dawson. We have been in continual correspondence 
with Bishop Geddes and the Principal of the School, but the 
many difficulties and uncertainties surrounding the question 
seemed to make the transfer inadvisable. The matter was thor- 
oughly reviewed at the July meeting of our Commission, and in 
view of the lateness of the date now reached, it was felt that 
a definite decision must be arrived at. The following resolution 
was eventually adopted:- 


“that in the face of the impossibility of carrying on 

a school effectively at Carcross under existing conditions, 
and in view of the many uncertainties connected with the 
sugeested removal to Dawson, we are regretfully compelled 

to recommend that the school be closed temporarily. Pending 
the construction of a new building at Carcross or some other 
point, we urge the establishment of a Day School to provide 
for some of the children concerned". 


We deeply regret that we are forced to recommend the 
cessation of the work of the Chooutla School even for a time, as 
its reputation in the Yukon for valuable service over a long period 
of years is something we treasure. We are also convinced of the 
need of such an institution and it is our hope that arrangements 
may be made for a number of the children to be provided for in one 
or more Day Schools until such time as adequate provision can be

The Department recently received a letter 
from the Missionary Society of the Church of England 
in Canada in which they state that it has been 
definitely decided to temporarily close the Carcross 
Residential School. 


To replace it the M.S.C.C. suggests the 
establishment of one or more day schools which 
would operate until such time as a new residential 
school might be provided. In view of this request 
I should appreciate your making immediate inquiries 
with a view to determining where new day schools 
could be opened in the Yukon.

It is just possible that we may be able to 
make provision for the establishment of a number of 
schools and teachers* residences in connection with the 
Government's building program in the immediate post-war 
period. 


T am sending forward herewith, for your

of this Department from the Minister of Finance. It 
would be appreciated if we could have from you, in due 
course, a summary of a vrorthwhile works program that 
might be undertaken in the five-year period immediately 
following the close of the war. We have in mind, of 
course, the construction and repair of any agency build- 
ings that might be needed, the construction of sehools, 
particularly Indian day schools, and the construction 
of teachers! residences.

I have only this morning had an 
opportunity of discussing the question of an Indian Day 
School at Mayo with Corp'l. G.I. Cameron and Corp'l. Be 
d'Hasum. The last mentioned has been stationed at Mayo ~ 
for over a year while the former, although stationed at 
Selkirk, is well acouainted with the Mayo District. I have 
a good deal of confidence in Corp'1. Cameron particularly. 


These two R.CeM. Police members are of 
the opinion that a day school on the Mayo Indian Reserve 
would serve more children and be of more general use than 
anywhere else in the Yukon Territory. They point out that 
there is a large band of Indians at Mayo with between 30 and 
40 children approximately, and that these for the most part 
are not given to rush-wandering.

When cueried with regard to accomodation 
the only information the Police members could rive was that 
there was a church building on the reserve that could probably 
be used for school purposes. Apparently there are no houses 
other than the primitive cabins occupied by the Natives.

Referring to previous correspondence and in 
particular your letter of September 22nd and mine of October 9th, 
I would say that I have discussed this matter with, Bishop Geddes. 


He intimates that he will have a teacher available 
for the school just as soon as the Government provides the necessary 
accomnodation. 


There are at least two sawmills in Mayo and it 
would seem advisable that the proposed school and teacherage be of 
frame rather than of log construction. The Bishop and the writer 
are both of the opinion that frame construction is more suitable 
in the long run. 


I think a one room school with accommodation for 
thirty pupils together with a small house for the teacher's living 
quarters would meet the recuirements at Mayo for a long time to 
come. Presumably the Department have on hand plans and specifica- 
tions adequate for buildings of this type. If a copy of these 
covld he forwarded, I mircht obtain an estimate of the construction 
cost throvuch the Territorial Arent at Vayo. I have in mind one 
man in partic lar who conld possibly be interested in the contract.

I am renlying separately to your letter of May 5th but 
now desire to make a formal application for an increased pupilage 
in this school. 


You will recall that we have previously made application 
for a continuance of the rental which was being paid by the 
Department for the temporary buildings used until June 1943, in 
the village of Carcross. As our Missionary Society has been faced 
with the necessity of an expenditure of at least $20,000 in order 
that the work of this school may be continued, we felt that it 
was reasonable to expect the Department to continue the assistance 
they had given by way of rental. i submitted this request to lir. 
Clarence Jackson and was advised that it could not be granted in 
the present instance as so many other relisious bodies were con- 
cerned in Indian Zducation, and many similar requests would pro~ 
bably be received if such a precedent was established. Meanwhile, 
the work of building the school is going forward and there is 
every prospect that it will shortly be completed. 


In discussing this cuestion with Mr. Jackson When in 

Ottawa recently, the ouestion of adjustment of ner capita grants 
came up. I pointed out that whereas we receive 250 ner pupil at 
Carcross, which is the largest amount given for any of ovr schools, 
we were never able to maintain the work without irawing upon Chureh 
funds. This arises, of course, not only from the fact of the very 
hich cost of operating such an isolated school but from the low 
pupilage authorized. I pointed out the nossibility of rendering 
a better service when t authorized pupilage is larger and the 
fixed overhead only slichtly increased. iis seemed to me to be 
a feir solution of our present Carcross difficulty and I suggested 
that if the Department could authorize us to admit a larger number 
of pupils it might enable us to improve our financial position. 
I, therefore, on behalf of our Commission beg to meke formal ap- 
plication for an authorized pupilage of fifty in the n Careross 
School. My information is that we can readily secure this number 

children and I am confident that the building can be enlarged 
to take care of this number if we are assured that they will be 
authorized. In view of the fact that our Church is making this

heavy capital expenditure, by reason of the fect that the Department

Alderwood, Secretary of the Indian and Eskimo Residential 
School Commission, Missionary Society of the Church of 
England in Canada, visited the Department recently and 
made an urgent appeal for an increase in the pupilage 
to 60. He pointed out the urgent need for school 
accommodation in the Yukon and stated that 60 pupils 
were available at the Carcross School for the academic 
year 1945-46, 


Taking everything into consideration, I feel 
that the reauest of the Church of England in this 
particular regard is very reasonable and I recommend 
that the pupilage be increased from 50 to 60, effective 
October 1, 1945. Funds for the purpose are available 
in our current year's appropriation.

‘he Indians of Whitehorse seem to be very slowly 
breaking down certain barriers of prejudice which was unfortunately 
very prevalent in the past. At the ceremony in celebration of 
Scout Week, Indian boys were invited to participate. Some of 
these Indian lads were former members of scout troops at 
Carcross Residential School, and I have endeavoured to establish 
a troop eat the Whitehorse Indian Dey School, but the matter 
requires much more time than I am able to devote at present. 


In the course of a recent meting of the Whitehorse 


- athletic Asso iestion, a program was outlined to foster and encourage 


sports in the schools. Our Indian school will be treated on the 
same basis as the white school.

Im April, 1939, the above Kesidential Sehool, at 
that time Government-owned, wes lost by fire. It hed an authorized 
enrolment at that time of 40 pupils. s the Department, due to 
war Conditions, was unable to replace the structure, the M.S.C.C. 
erected a temporary building at a cost of $24,000.00, The building 
was not sufficiently large for permanent use and it was thought 
that at the conclusion of hostilities the Government would replace 
the temporary structure, erected by the Chureh, with a larger 
building suitable for permanent use. 


We have now received a letter from Canon Cook 
of the U.5.¢.C., reading in part as follows: 


“fhe present situation at Carcross is most 
unsatisfactory. The school is authorized to carry sixty 
pupils but dormitory and cther accommodation allows for 
no more than forty-five. Staff mabers ere inadequately 
quartered and the principel is finding it necessary to 
live in a built-over chicken house. All, statf and children 
alike, suffer from the cold and draughty buildings during 
the winter time and there is the ever constant fear of fire 
from the use of many stoves. 


“At the moment, the Administration is in the 
unhappy position of losing the services of on excellent 
principel unless better accommodation can be arranged for 
his fenily before next winter. 


“Leas than one hundred milee from Careross the 
Gove rnasnt is constructing @ large modern school for the

On December 30, 1948, I accompanied Const. G. Lawrence, R.G.M.P. to 
Garcross in connection with complaint of theft by M. Watson, trader. 
Suspected was John Wally, 15, pupil of Carecross Indian Residential 
School. No information could be obtained that date, but later Const. 
Lawrence obtained a confession from John Wally that he had broken into 
M. Watson's store and stolen money and goods. 


On February 8th I appeared with John Wally before J.A. Simmons, J.P., 

Judge of Juvenile Court, at Carcross. He was charged with theft of 

money and goods to value of $74.00, on December 17th, 1948. ‘Rev. 

J.W. Ellis, principal Carcross Residential School, stated he had @ifficulty 
with the boy for some months and wished him expelled from the school, 

After hearing all the evidence Wally was adjudged a juvenile delinquent. 


Final disposition suspended on condition that John Welly be placed on 
probation in the care and custody of Rev. H.I. Lee, director of Whitehorse 
Indian Mission School, for an indeterminate period during which time John 
Wally was to report to R.C.M.P., Whitehorse, daily. Rev. Lee stated he 
was willing to accept Wally for a probationary period of one month at the 
rate of $50.00, and if the boy was s&tisfactory, he will revert to normal 
chargese There is no R.C.M.P. at Carcross. No Indian foster home could 
be found for John Wally in Whitehorse. He is an orphan, with only very 
distant relatives living at Fort Selkirk. Dr. Duncan recommended John 
Wally not be sent there as the Roberts family is T-B, one child having died 
recently. 


John Wally was found as an infant abandoned in an Indian camp. He was 
brougit to Whitehorse Hospital where he lived for a year or so, then he 
was sent to Carcross Residential School where he has remained since 1938, 
When case comes up for final disposition, a further report will be

Dear Canon Cook: 


In reply to your wire received last night I submit the 
following information, Before compiling it I spent several 
hours with Mr. Meek and Mr, Drury Jr. Unfortunately Archbishop 
Adams was not in Whitehorse so I was not able to consult him, 
Mr. Drury, by the way, has a store at Carmacke and is well 
nequainted with the village and the surrounding district. 


Whitehorse: As you are aware there is one Protestant 
School in Whitehorse taking care of about one hundred Indians 
and half-breeds. At the present time they are having considerable 
difficulty in maintaining discipline, especially amongst the 
older girls, This situation is aggravated by the number of 
troovs now stationed in Whitehorse on Exercise “Sweetbrier" but 
such a condition has always existed, and in my opinion will 
onntinue. 


Relationships with the R.C. Church, To my mind comes the 
possi y of oppos on wo Protestant schools are 
established in Whitehorse. I feel sure that strong objections 
would be raised and plans for ourselves might easily be delayed 
on that account, 


Gardening Possibilities, The soil in Whitehorse and 
surrounding Restrict Ts very poor. It would be necessary to go 
at least fifty miles in order to find suitable land for 
vardening on the scale we require, 


Utilities, Hospitalization, Freight. One of the great 
advantages to Whitehorse come under thts heeding. 


Carmacks, 


Situation: Carmacks is located on the Yukon River, 120 
road Miles from Whitehorse, As you advised in your letter an 
all weather road will be completed this year, It is fairly 
central to the following points, to the north, Dawson, Stewart 
and Selkirk. To the south, LeBerge. To the east, Mayo. To 
the West, Aishihik, The total Indian population of these 
points being about 650. 


Gardenin Fuel, Water Supply. The land is good and has 
been successfully cultivated on quite a large scale. There is 
an amole wood supply easily available. There is also a coal 
mine two miles from the village, and the coal is recommended 
esvecially for automatic stokers. From informetion received 
the water supply is more than adequate. (wells) There is a 
saw-mill located at Minto, thirty miles north and also one at 
Mayo, 120 miles away, but both are on the highway. 


Utilities, Hospitalization, Freight. Regular weekly plane 
service is maintaine uring @ winter. During the summer 
months it is served by boat at least onee a week. A government 


telegraph station is maintained, also a nursing station, 
scheduled bus end trucking service 1s expected to onerate this 
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summer, Hospitals with doctors are maintained at White- 
horse and Mayo. Carmacks is midway between these two 
points, Freight rates from Whitehorse by boat are fairly 
reasonable. A good desl of the freight is shipped from 
Vancouver to Haines and then hauled to Carmacks by truck, 
a distance of about 230 miles, This I believe is the 
cheapest way as ahndling is kept to a minimum, 


There is a reserve of 370 acres situated about a mile 
from the villaze. The white population of the village 
together with the mine employees number about 50, In a 
situation such as this, some changes would be necessary in 
the Wabasca plan for a school, I would suggest that provision 
be made for at least a six bed sick bay, and also the 
refrigerator space be large enough for a six months supply. 


Personally, if we have to move, I am in favor of Carmacks, 

The children would have much more freedom with less danger 

of interference, It would take the majority of them closer 

to their homes, which would enable them to go home for the 
summer holidays. I do think it a mistake to keep them from 
their varents and families for a too long period, However, 

I do not think my own personal opinion should influence the 
decision too much, so I trust the foregoing information will 
give you an adequate picture of the situation. 


If a change is made from the present location consideration 
will have to be given to classrooms, I would suggest three, 
Provision will also have to be made for garage, workshop, 
powerhouse and numerous other small buildings. Last, but not 
least, the principal's residence and green-house,

In answer to your letter of March tenth in relation 
to John Wally formerly of the Carcross Residential School. 


The Principal was asked for his comments on 
Superintendent R.J. Meek's report and the following was received in 
a letter from Mr. Ellis this morning. 


"the report submitted by R.J. Meek to Indien Affairs 
Branch outlines the situation feirly well, but the following deteils, 
very important from my point of view, have been omitted. 


(a) From December 28,1948 when the theft was committed, 
until the hearing,Februery 8th John Wally broke into a warehouse at 
the school and also my house. In both instances food and other 
articles were stolen and he was assisted by other boys. In both 
cases when confronted with strong evidence John admitted planning and 
persuading the other boys to take part in the escapade. Neither of 
these boys, have in the past, misbehaved in this manner. I reported 
both these ceses to R.J. Meek and after the second offence asked for 
a discharge for John Wally. 


(b) After waiting several weeks without action being 
taken by the R.C.M.P. 1 made & speciel trip to Whitehorse and in con- 
sultation with Mr. R.J. Meek and Mr. J.A. Simmons, Judge of Juvenile 
Court, it was decided that in the interests of the school, John Wally 
should be moved, and if possible a foster home be found for him 
amongst his relatives. Failing thet he would be sent to the Reform 
School at Vancouver. However upon the recommendation of Dr. Duncan 
it was found inadvisabie to send nim to the only relatives ne appears 
to have. That left no alternative tut to hold court and send him 


outside. Pending further word from the R.C.M.P. Detachment at Fort 


we eeeek 
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Colonel Neary March «ce, 1949+ 


Selkirk it was decided to hold court in the near future. 


(c) The report does not mention that all arrangements 
were made with Mr. Lee to act as probation officer without my know- 
ledge. I was informed about an hour before court was called. This 
in spite of the fact, that in our consultation, we had decided 
otherwise and I was under the impression that those arrangements 
were still good. I was very disappointed witn tne arrangements made. 
I fail to see how Mr. Lee, who has about eighty pupils, with 4 staff 
no larger than we have, can exercise sufficient supervision in & 
town such as Whitehorse, with so many temptetions to 4 boy like 
John Wally, 4s to warrant his eppointment of probation officer. 


Trusting these observations will help in your reply 
to the Indian Affairs Branch."

May I suggest that this Division anticinate the receipt 
of any reproach. Carcross is a small-pupilage school which 
has fixed administrative expenses and probably overates at 
a deficit. I recommend thet an aseurance go forward that 
the amount to be paid for the September Querter will more 
nearly aprroximate the amount that has been claimed,

I have the honor to report that the electric 
lighting plant at the Carcross Indian Residential School 
is now in good working order and that with ordinary care 
should give no further trouble. 

The plant has been moved from the furnace room to the 
print shop which is kept locked up thus preventing pupils 
from interfering with it.Mr Gray,the electrician,had to x 
wait five days for a train to return to Whitehorse so he 
filled in the time vy moving the plant witnout increasing 
the cost as he would have charged ni@ time while detained 
at the school.

Sir: 


I have your letter of April 29th, last, in which 
you recommend that the exterior of the buildings st the 
Carcross Indian Residential School be repainted during the 
present summer. 


In reply I beg to say that funds are available for 
this work and the Department will approve of your making the 
necessary arrangements to have the painting completed before 
the end of August, next. If you can have this work done by 
day lsbour, under the direction of a competent foreman, the 
Department will be pleased if you will purchase the paint, 
oils, ete., required, after obtaining competitive prices. If, 
however, you consider it would be advisable to have the work 
Gone by contract, you should cbtain prices from as many 
painters as possible for ite completion. You should then 
pty the work to the person quoting the lowest. When calling 

or prices, you should furnish the firms asked to quote with 
@ complete specification as to the amount of work that is to 
be — and specify that a good grade of material is to be 
uso0d. 


The Department will leave this matter in your 
hands and will expect you to make the arrangement which you 
consider best to have the painting completed at the lowest 

possible cost. When the work has been finished to your 
sfaction, you should forward properly certified vouchers, 
duplicate, covering the expenditure incurred. If the 
painting is done by contract, please attach to your vouchers 
the quotations which you receive for the work.

received from the Rev Dr Westgate in reference to certain 
{improvements and requirements at the Carcross Indian Resi- 
dential Senool. 


In the first place I may say that his estimate ($10,000 ) 
to cover the cost of the improvements mentioned in his let- 
ter would net be sufficient if all the suggestions were un- 
dertaken.Tne cost of labour and material is very nigh in the 
Yukon. 


Refore undertaking any of the suggested improvements may 
I be permitted to call attention to some necessary repairs 
to tne interier of the puilding.Tnere are still a number of 
rooms and all the corridors with a quantity ef loose plaster 
some of which occasionally falls off.I eonsider the removal 
of this and replacing it with beaver board tne first and most 
necessary expense to be undertaken. 


Now that the school has electricity it would ve a great 
help and a saving of much time and labour if electric wash- 
ing machines and wringers were supplied. 


A recreation room would be a very useful addition,the boys 
nave to use the laundry as 4 recreation room which is not 
very convenient for such a purpose.I do not consider a chapel 
necessary for such a smaal institution (36 pupils ).Tnere is 
a good church in Carcross which the pupils attend on Sunday. 
The walk from the school to the church is good for the pupils 
and I have every reason to pelieve that they enjoy it. The 
schoolroom can be and is used for the daily prayers this,I 
consider, meets the need. 


A bridge across the creek would be a convenience though I 
would not call it a necessity. From November to April the cre& 
ean ve safely crossed on the ice. 
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= New sereens are needed for the windows.I weuld suggest 
a supply of sliding screens ,such as were supplied some years 
ago would meet the need.I think the cost was 5@¢ per screen. 


In conversation with the Rev Dr Westgate I gathered that 
it was his desire to make the school a show place because a 
number of tourists visit the school during two or three months 
of the summer,I am inclined to think that is not the poliey of 
the Department.I take it that it is to be a practical educa- 
tional centre for the Indians of the Territory.

"At eignt o'clock last night smoke was discovered issuing from 
the hospital ward which was at the time unoccupied,it was found 
that the room was on fire,an immediate alarm was given which was 
promptly answered,all the staff and pupils having had fire drill 
only the day before.The pumps were promptly manned and in a very 
snort time the fire was subdued.Some damage was done to the walls 
of the ward,the prompt and efficient work of the pupils and staff 
undoubtedly saved tne building.I wish to commend one and all in 
the highest terms for their splendid behaviour. 


The origin of the fire is somewhat of a mystery it apparently 
having commenced in a trunk packed with the personal property of 
of Miss Ridgeway.There was appar :ntly nothing of an inflamable 
nature and the only conclusion I can reach is that it was started 
internal combustion probably helped by the fact that a hot steam 
pipe runs through the cupboard in which the trunk was stored al- 
though the trunk was not touching the pipe as far as I can ascer- 
tain.I am of the opinion that no blame can be attached to any om. 


I believe that I have given you all the information available 
regarding what might have been a disastrous fire. Ishall be glad

With further reference to your letter of August 
Sra 1927, No. 1661-5 relative to the purchase of a freight 
canoe for the Carcross Indian Residential School, I beg to 
enclose herewith a copy of a letter embodying a quotation 
in this connection recently received through the Rev. W. 
Tinney, Acting Principal of this institution, and will be 
gled to have your decision in connection with the same. 


In his covering letter, Mr. Tinney writes. in 
part, as follows:~ 


"The three horse power engine and eighteen foot boat will 
suit us. I am of the opinion, however, that you might 
get a special rate from the Kermath Co. who have an 
agency in Winnipeg and Turner of Vancouver would 
probably instal the engine and supply the boat with a 
reduction in our case, Should you be able to get that 
advantage I would suggest that you supply a 4-5 H.P. 
engine in the place of the 3 H.P. The same boat carries 
it quite easily. 


It is advisable to have Turner instal the 
engine in Vancouver, although there is a much lower freight 
rate on the boat and engine shipped sepprately. It would 
cost more than the saving in freight expeases for installe 
ation charges here,’

Our electrician Wr,Gray,on receipt of a wire from 
Mr,Tinney,went to Carcross Saturdey morning the 5th,and returned 
on the first train North on the 11th,instant and I enclose A/c 
$55.05. I have sent copies of account to Mr Tinney for his o.k 
but as the stage leaves in the morning and you may want the 
claim as soon as possible am also forwarding to you direct. 

Vr,Gray had to take the Delco plant apart and thoroughly 
overhaul it,he found the main trouble in a soft roller bearing, 
which had been made in Skagway, It is now in first class running 
order again and he says as good as new, 

I understand that some one had been working on it last 
summer,and shortly after the crank case,main shaft and piston 
head were broken and repair parts to these had to be sent in from 
the factory. It is unfortunate that the breakdown always occurs 
in the winter when there are only two trains a week between here 
and Carcross,but as Wr,Tinney,who is capable,will look after the 
plant in the future,there should be little further trouble, 

The batteries should be refilled,requiring about 16 
quarts of sulphuric acid and the following repair parts shoule be 
kept on hand-1 roller bearing,contact points for starter switch

You will have received a medical report on the last in- 
spection of Dr Hlvin.We are very pleased to be avle to say that 
the general health of the pupils is very satisfactory.With the 
exteption of Walter and Anna we have practically a clean 0111 
of nealth.In connection with the last to named we are erateful 
to be able to say that there is a decided improvement. There is 
every prospect at the present time that they will both outgrow 
the chronic gland condition.foth are happy and in a good state 
of nutrition. 


With reference to the staff we are sorry to report that 
Migs Winterburn's health necessitated her immediate return to 
her home and her brotner took care of her on the journey. We 
are therefore 4a little hindicapped at present out we are 
ing their places to b2 filled very soon. 


In regard to the condition to the school plant tnere is a 
#reat deal of improvement requir2d.We nave nearly completed tne 
repairs to the storm sashes.daterials nave cost in the neighdour- 
nood of one hundred dollars.iMany of tne sashes were completely 
smashed,a wumoer of them were being used at the cottage.I have 
had them all replaced which leaves the cottage without sashes. 
fhe materials for tne screens are on hand and we have made 

snough screens for the ground floor in two carpentry classes. 


These ground floor s*reens are wnole screens of 23 x lin fir 
with lin lath over the wire and brated at the corners with 


triangles of tin over the half lap joints. 

The pump has been out of condition for some time ,it has 
become necessary to have all tne holes re-tapped and new pins 
made. Matthew Watson has sent the whole thing to Whitehorse to 
get it fixed and the t0st will be included in his account for 
repairs to the plumbing.We have workrd at it constantly in the 
nine months I have Deen here and I reel that no further time 
ean bea wasted upon it. 


We nave veen expecting the electrician from Wiitenorse to 
inspect the Delco Engine.He will probadly be here shortly.

J.H.Frenchn has not yet made the repairs to the hospital 
ward but we expect him very soon. 


The repairs to the root cellar are very satisfactory.It is 
not necessary to keep a fire in the shop in fact we have had 
no fire there tnis winter so far except for the carpentry classes 
A coal o11 lantern 13 all that is necessary in the cellar to 
keep the temperature around 35 degrees.I am now assured of our 
experiment witn the proposed new root pit. 


You will be interested to know that we have five fine dogs 
which we expect to break to harnesa this winter. 


Our Christmas time was a very happy one for all.The pupils 
put on an excellent programme and carried it through ina very 
remarkable way.Nearly all tne people from Carcross were at the 
sthool and expressed their surprise at the performance and the 
talent and delivery of the children.On Christmas Eve the scnool 
went in a body to the Indian village ani sang Christmas Hymns 
and Carols.The surprise and pleasure of the Indians was very 
evident.

Tinney, Acting Principal of our Society's 
jchool in the Yukon, has forwarded to me copies of the correspond- 
ence which has taken place between himself and your representative 
Mr. Hawksley at Dawson City, relative to the installation of a 
pump and water tank at this institution. I note from this 
correspondence that lir. Hawksley has suggested to your Department 
the installation of a Fairbanks-Morse pump and engine, but no 
mention is made of the tank which the acting Principal considers 
absolutely necessary. The existing tank has a capacity of only 
350 gallons, and this is utterly inadequate either to meet the 
School's daily need, or as a protection against fire. ‘The acting 
Principal suggests that a tank with a capacity of not less than 
1000 gallons should be installed, with a pump and engine to fill 
it, and 1 wish very strongly to commend this important matter to 
your prompt and sympathetic consideration. 


In the list of requirements submitted by our Society to 
your Department for inclusion in the Departmental estimates for

Major Mermagen, the Assistant Secretary-Teasurer 
of our Commission, in his report on his recent visit to the 
Carcross School, refers to the urgent need of the following 
improvements at this institution:= 


(a) a new rubberoid roof for the Principal's 
residence. He states that the presant roof is patched in 
places, and in other places the rubberoid is completely 
worn off. The whole roof is in a Lud state of repair. 


(ob) an airtight heater for the Principal's 
residence. He states that there is only one in use at 
present and this is altogether inadequate to heet the en- 


tire building. 


(c) beaver or wall board for two of the rooms 
at the Principal's residence, and V-joint lumber for the 
ceilings. He states that if the material is supplied the 
School Management will do the work. 


(4) In addition to the above he recommends that 
more land be broken to enable the School Management to re~ 
duce the cost of operating this School by growing more 
vegetables, green feed, etc. Hay, at present, costs 450.00 
a ton if bought, and the nearest hay land is 15 miles away. 
Major Mermagen estimates that a grant of $200.00 for breaking 
would be sufficient, and that a grant of $400.00 would pro~ 
vide the improvements mentioned above in Sections a.b.&c. 
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and I shall be very glad if your Department can authorize this 
expenditure. 


As the sum of $2000.-- was set apart for improvements at 
the Hay River School this year,and as the whole of this amount 
will not be used,seeing that the Hospital so urgently needed 
cannot now be sent,it seems to me that sufficient money could 
be made available from this source to provide the improvements 
80 urgently needed at the Carcross School. 


I commend this request to your sympathetic consideration, 
and beg to add that I discussed the need in question with the 
Deputy Superintendent General during his recent visit to 
Winnipeg,and am presenting this statement in fulfilment of a 
promise made to him at that time.

I beg to direct your attention to the condition of the 
Lighting system at our Carcross School. In a letter just received 
from the Acting Principal, the Rev. W. Tinney, he writes, in part, 
in this connection, as follows:- 


" The plant was installed early in 1924 in the boiler room 
next to the old pumpe A local firm had the contract. I 
am of the opinion that the battery would not have stood 
inspection at the time of installation. The Bruce 
Robinson Co. Vancouver, informed me that they supplied the 
engine but not the battery. The plant was moved to the 
print shop where greater care could be given. The ehchor 
bolts were placed in the thin shell of cement of which the 
floor is made instead of in 4 substantial concrete block 
some inches above the level of the floor. In March 1927 
the engine was in 4 pad state of repair partly as 4 result 
of vibration, and the pattery seriously depleted as a 
yesult of irregular and improper charging. 
Since that time the engine has been put on a new base and all 
the damaged parts replaced with the exception of the 
eylinder block. We have oversized rings on hand to put in 
but a new block will have to be got sometime. The engine 
however is now in pretty good repair and has been running 
without trouble all the winter except for fouling caused by 
worn cylinder oil pumping. The Indian Dept. has supplied 
the major repairs, crank-case, piston crank-shaft etc. 
amounting to appwoximately $200.00. 
‘The battery on the other hand is beyond repair. It is 
composed of 56 thirteen plate cells. The positive element is

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a " ghort circuiting the plates. Such condition means a complete 
new set of plates and refill of electrolyte. iIn most cases 
the plates are fallen apart. There is only one cell of the 
required specific gravity, the others will no longer respond 
to charging. 
ile require a new set of 56 KeXeG. 13 plate cells, 160 
ampere hour, and 4 refill of electrolyte. The cells should 
be assembled with posts and straps and the electrolyte to 
the required specific gravity of1220. The work can be done 
by the staff. I have no price list on hand but it will 
probably cost $500.00. The glass jars are in good repair. 
The Bruce Robison Electric Co. Vancouver, are the nearest 
agents. 


As it is obvious from the above that batteries are 
required, I shall be obliged if you will either place an order for

In a letter dated April 30th, the Principal of our 
Society's Indian Residential School at Carcross, Yukon, directs 
my attention to the very urgent need of "a laundry and equipment 
and of a bath and bathroom for the use of the staff". For the 
year 1927, 1928 and 1929, a two storey annex to the main building 
to serve as chapel and assembly room and laundry has been included 
in the list of requirements which your Department was asked to 
furnish, but up to date this very necessary accommodation has not 
peen provided. 


F During the recent visit of the Supt. of Indian Education 

to Winnipeg, I discussed this matter with him, and he agreed that 
careful consideration would be given to this matter in the preparat- 
jon of the estimates for 1950. The situation, however, at present is 
so unsatisfactory that the Principal has informed our Commission that 
if they are to retain the services of the splendid staff agents they 
have at present, some immediate yemedial action must be taken, amd I 
was instructed to lay the situation before you, amd ask if you would 
authorize o&r Commission to provide a bathroom and bath for the staff 
and some light laundry equipment such as hand-worked washing machines 
and wringers, or if you would arrange to have this equipment provided 
through your representative at Dawson. I may state for your 
information that during the interview yveferred to above, the Supt. of 
Indian Education expressed the opinion that some light laundry 
equipment might be provided to help the staff in the management of the 
School until the permanent improvement which the annex wokld furnish 
had been supplied. I shall be glad to know, therefore, what help you 
may be able to vender in this important matter. The need, which has 
been very urgent for some time, has recently been intensified through 
the outbreak of illness at the School when three pupils fell seriously 
411 with what the Doctor at White Horse has diagnosed as septic 
pneumonia. All three pupils were taken to the hospital at White Horse

a one of them - Martha McLeod, has since passed away. At the 
time of writing the Primcipal states that small hope was entertained 
for the recovery of the two others. 


In addition to this very sad and very serious matter, the 
beh ed be states that there were 62 cases of measles in White Horse, 
and although the town was under quarantine, the disease was spreading, 
and they feared it might reach the School at Carcross. For these 
reasons you will see the urgent necessity of giving our School 
mansgement at this cemtre the best accommodation and facilities 
possible under the circumstances, and I beg to strongly recommend 
that action be taken with the least possible delay to provide the 
bathroom and bath for the staff and such laundry equipment as will 
enable the School management to carry on their work until permanent 
and fully modern laundry equipment can be supplied.

Dear Mr. Hawksley: 

During my visit to this school I have made a 
careful exathination of the heating, lighting, water and drainage 
systems, etc., and have prepared a list of requirements wh’ch I 
purpose submitting to the Department immediately after my return 
to Winnipeg, and asking-that they be supplied at the earliest date 
possible. The Department have already authorized the in tallation 
of a bath for the use of the staff agents, and I will place an 
order for this, along with the necessary connexion pipes, when I 
reach Vancouver about the beginning of December. 

I find also that the taps in the pupils' Wash-rooms, 
also a few others, are worn out and must be replaced at once to pre- 
vent the heavy leakage, und so reduce the consumption of gasoline for 
pumping. Wew washers alone will not meet tle case. I am undertaking 
to order these also in Vanco ver, as they are not obtainable -in 
Whitehorse, and I trust you may see your way clear to Support my 
reouest that the Department meet the cost of the same. 

I understand from the Principal that you undertook to 
send new radiator valves. These have not yet come to hand, and as 
they are much needed I hope you may be able to send them at an 
early date. 

Several T joints are required for the radiators which have 
corroded right through the metal in different places, and are 
leaking badly. I will order these in Vancouver and ask the De~- 
partment to meet the cost of the same. The corrosion is undoubtedly 
due to the action of the well water. To prevent a recurrence of 
this difffieulty I am asking the Department to arrange for the water 
from the mountain-stream near by to be piped to the school, and also 
to the Princial's residence. Should they agree to this, the radiators 
in the school may last for a few years longer. Failing this, it duane % 
to me that it will not be long before complete new heating and water 
systems will be required. 

The chief need of this sdhool is, I comsider, modern 
laundry facilities, and our Comission have included in their list of { 
quitements, to be included in the Departmental estimtes for next 
year, an annex,to the main school building which will provide a 
laundry in the basement, and a chapel or assembly room above it. 

The lack of a’ recreation room for the bogs is a serious handicap 
to the school manugement in many ways, and the provision of the 
additional space suggested and rec uested would overcome this. I 
trust this matter may have your hearty support. - ( 

A boat-house, an ice-house, and an implement shed, are ¥ 
also required. I am securing an estimate of the cost of these from a 
local contractor, and will submit the same to the Department for 
their consideration. 
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The qpestion of shorténing the road from the school 
to the town of Carcross, has also been receiving my attention, andI . 
am submitting to the Department estimates for providing a gridge across 
the arm of the lake in front of the school, or, as an alternative, 
the cutting of a road around the foot of the hill which encircles 
this arm. Either improvement would sorten the distance by approxi- 
mately three-quarters of a mile. . 

I am submitting to the Department certain recommenda- 
tions with regard to the lighting system , the drainage system, and 
the system of irrigution. The difficulty in securing hay and green 
feed for the stock is quite a serious one, and I am asking the 
Department to allow a grant of about $500. -- to cleur some more 
ground, and to lay on an irrigation ditch. I am hoping you may, 
from your expert knowledge of the conditions here, be able to sup- 
port the applications which are being made for these .improbements. 

I should have liked to have been able to consult you in person 
with rerard to all of the above, but this has been impossible, and 
I did not feel justified in going to the expense of telegraphing. 

I trust that you keep well, and with very kind

During my recent visit to our Society's Indian Residen~ 
tial School at Garcross in the Yukon,(Nov. 12th. to 2egrd),I made 
a careful examination of all the buijdings amd equipment, and 
made a note of some of the most urgent requirements. As your 
representative, Ur. Hawksley, was in Dawson over 500 miles away, 
I was unable to confer with him personally with regard to these 
requirements, but I wrote him a letter in this connection and 
enclosed herewith you will find a copy of the same for your in-« 
formation. The heating, lighting ad water systems, for instance, 
demanded in many particulars, immediate attention, and 1 placed 
an order with the Hudson's Bay Co. in Vancouver, immediately 
after my return to that city for the following items;:~<

I asked the Hudson's Bay Co. to furnish me with an 
estimate of the cost of the above items, andthey promised to do 
this immediately, but so far, their estimate has not come to hand. 
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I was gen to understand, however, that as none of the items 
were expensive, the total, apart from the freight, would 
probably not exceed $50.00, and 1 shall be obliged if, under 
the circumstances, your Department will pay the bill, including 
the freight, when it has come to hands You will note from my 
letter to ir. Hawksley that I was informed he had undertaken to 
send some new radiator valves, but these had not come to hand

Rev & Dear Sir:- 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of yours of 
2l1st,ultimo,dealing with what you consider the requir-ments of 
the Carcross Indian Residential School and stating that you pro- 
pose submitting the same to the Department of Indian Affairs. 


In reply I beg to say in reference to the new taps needed 
in the various rooms,the Principal had already sent in a re- 
quisition for these,steps were Deing taken to secure these as 
i consider tnat they are badly needed.As you are ordering the 
taps in Vancouver I am taking no further steps i: the matter. 
Will recommend payment if called upon to do so. 


New valves for the radiators were ordered by me from M.Watson 
of Carcross,thne Principal was asked to get these and instal them 
where required. 


After my visit to the scnool last June in my report to the 
Department written on July 7tn,I1 called attention to the need 
of modern laundry equipment and a recreation for the boys.It is 
hoped that these items may be included i» tie estimates for the 
eoming year.I nave tne figures o a suitavle equipment also the 
shipping weight. 


Referring to the implement shed,I consider there is room in 
the barn for all the implements owned by the school.I sometimes 
wonder why it is not used for this purpose.I have seldom seen 
them housed there. 


The question of shortening the road from tne school to the 
town of Carcross was taken up some years azo.A bridge across the 
2agoon was proposed and an estimate of the cost of lumber and 
Construction was obtained ($4200.00) being the lowest estimate 
submitted.It was considered tnat the limited amount of traffic 
between the school amd the town did not warrant such a large 
outlay.A road roung@ the foot of the oluff was then suggested,I 
sent in a tentative pan of tne road but when a personal inspec- 
tion was made of the location it was found to be impracticable 
except at a heavy cost.You may have noticed that for quite a 
distance the bluff is almost perpendicular which would entail 
the removal of an enormous amount of earth before a satisfactory 
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2) 
tae could be made.Both these plans were dropped.It was felt 
that there was no urgent need for these costly undertakings the 
amount of traffic being so slight.The conditions are about the 
same now.Some grading done on the trail that goes up tne hill 
just beyond tne barn would be a material help to make the road 
easier for any one walking over it.There is usually a bridge of 
ice across the lagoon from November to April. 


As to piping the water from the creek nearby to the school 
and the Principal's residence.Wnat do you propose to do in the 
winter when the creek is frozen to its bed and should there be 
&@ supply of running water in the creek what plan have you for 
keeping the water from freezing in the pipes.I nave not the 
slightest hesitation in saying that I consider this neither 
feasible or practical. 


With reference to the grant of $500.00 that you propose ask- 
ing the Department to make for clearing more land,I am wonder- 
ing where you propose clearing. My knowledge of the place,having 
lived there for three years,and frequently visited it since, 
leads me to the conelusion that it is not worth while clearing 
any more of the land surrounding the school,it is valueless for 
the purpose of cultivation.The Anderson field,whnich adjoins the 
school land,was properly cleared and fenced in and a great deal 
of time and labour spent to make it productive but proved a 
total failure it produced practically nothing. The field now usa 
as a golf links and the plot of land on the opposite side of the 
ssnool to the Anderson field were cleared by Mr Simmons,a wind- 
mill was erected upon it for the pur ose of pumping water for 
irrigation,tnese two plots did not produce enough to feed nis 
family.All three of the above mentioned fields hav® long since 
been abandoned.The land that was cleared last year for which 
the Department paid $200.00 did not produce anything although 
much time and labour was spent upon it.For two years an effort 
was made to grow gpeen feed at the school the result was almost 
nil.I believe that more intensive cultivation of the land that 
ig now cleared would be more beneficial than getting larger 
spaces that with your limited staff cannot receive the attention 
needed.Three mundred bushels of potatoes have been produced 
from a smaller plot of ground than was planted last season which 
produced only 23 bushels.I do not think it worth while to clear 
more of the land round the school as I fell convinced that it is 
unproductive. 


Under the circumstances,the difficulty of getting hay and 
green feed,it would appear that there are too many animals to 
Gare for,4 cows,2calves,l bull and a horse.Two cows would,I 
think,be sufficient to supply all the milk required.If your 
idea is to carry on productive farming with a view to producing 
revenue I fear you will be disappointed.There is no market for 
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the produce in the vicinity. 


May I suxgest that it might be a vrige Plan to either leas-+ 
or buy some of the hay land at Ten ile Point,this is about 
the only place in the vicinity of the school where hay is ob- 
tainable. 


The need of a chapel at an institution the 8ize of Carcross 
school,in my opinion,is neither urgent or necessary. 


You do not state the nature of the recommendations you are 
submitting to the Department regarding the lignting system, the 
drainage system and the plan for irrigation.It is noted that 
you express a hope that I will support these schemes. It is only 
fair to say that I cannot very well pledge myselr to support ary 
scheme the details of wnich I know nothing at all. 


A new floor is badly needed in the pupils dining room,anda 
& further wzrant for continuing the work of removing the plaster 
and replacing it with beaver board in the rooms upstairs, lumber 
for making necessary repairs and a supply of paint for painting 
the beaver board are all urgently needed and for which I am on 
the point of sending a requisition to the Department.

I have fhe hoor to acknowledge the receipt of your let- 
ter of January 2nd,file No 166-1-5,in reference to Dr Westgate's 
letter concerning the needs of the Carcross Indian Residential 
School with a copy of your reply to him enclosed, 


In reply I beg to say that I am enclosing a report on the items 
enumerated in your letter,I am not able to roughly estimate the 
cost of each item.It would take some time to get in touch with 
various firms to obtain prices,to avoid delay I am sending a 
fairly conservative estimate of the cost of the whole of the 
proposed work. 

In view of the fact that there are no skilled workmen in the 
small town of Carcross men would have to be orought froin White- 
horse,and that all the required material would nave to be brought 
from Vancouver,that freight charges and wazes are high,my own 
estimate for carrying out all the items mentioned is from $15,000 
to $¢0.000 inclusive, 


Referring to the suggestion or the Department taking advantage 
or the water power available near the scnool.Some years ago I 
discussed this matter with a practical engineer who definitely 
sald the scheme was not practical.The creek freezes almost solid 
to its bed during the winter,it is only a shallow sStrean.If the 


school was dependent upon the water power to supply its needs 
they would be without power or at least water fmom November until 
April.Dr Westgate has not seen this creek in midwinter, 


You may have received a copy of my reply to a letter sent 
here by Dr Westgate,which was forwarded to the bepartinent. Prom 
that you will gather my views on the question of clearing more 
iand and the construction or a road between the school and the 
town of Carcross.

The concrete floor in the above mentioned places is much worn, 

a@ good coating of cement over them would meet the needs, 


No.14, Asbestos lined zine pad to protect the walls in the 
furnace room nearest the chimney. 

This is not necessary.If the plaster is taken off the wall 
"Gyproc" instead of beaver board could ve put on this wall 
instead of beaver board,It is non-inflamable and costs about 
the same as dDeaver board, 


No.15. New door for furnace with automatic connection with 
a pressure valve and nipples for furnace boiler, 
It 1s presumed that the door that closes the draught is what 
is meant in this case,probably this is broken and needs a new 
one.There is a pressure valve on top of the boiler,I suppose 
tnat a chain and weight to connect the loor with the valve, 
This valve vlows off at a pressure of 3 lbs of steam,the usiwal 
pressure required to heat the school in cold weather.When I was 
at tne school last fall there was a chain and Weight attached 
akkarhetx to the valve and the door.If this is broken then a 
renewal is essential. Tne old chain and weight might be used 
if it can be found.I do not understand what the nipples are 
that are said to be required for the boller, 


Wo.16, New treads on basement stairs. 
These do require renewing,they should be of B.C.red fir,native 
lumber is not sufficiently hard for this purpose, 


No.17, Linoleum for main corridor and halls leading thereto, 
This is quite un-necessary.All that is needed is the floors 
revarnishing, 


No.18, Larger water tank in the attic. 

The present tank holds 400 gallons when full which means a net 
weignt of two tons in aidition to the lead lined tank.A larger 
tank would mean extra weight.I do not consider it advisable to 
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increase the weight,it might have somm effect on the building. 
se tank can be filled in les than 10 minutes with the power 
mp they now have at the school.It would be an expensive item 
to put in a larger tank and I do not think it is really needed, 


Wo.19, Wire screens on hinges for the basement windows, 
Material was supplied last year by the Department for the pur- 
pose of inaking screens for alli the windows in the building 
and the doors.These were made at the school.It would not be 
difficult for them to put hinges on these screens if required. 
I do not see why they need ninges as the basement windows all 
open inwards. 


Wo.20, Refrigerator. 

This is not a necessity.The well house is a cool place and has 
vpeen used as a refrigerator in the past.For about seven months 
out of the twelve our difficulty is to keep things from freezing. 
We have a natural refrigerator in the north. 


No.2l1,. Yaint for the frincipal's residence, 
This ouilding is not the property of the Indian Department. 

it was purchased from the Diocese of Yukon by Dr Westgate. 

fy idea is that it is up to the Indian and Eskimo School 
Commission to take care of their own property. Thw workshop 
was painted two years azgo,it does not require repainting, 
No.22, 

Cresote for the exterior walls ani roof of stock barn, 

Cresote for the exterior walls of the barn is needed,the roof 
is corrugated iron and does not need anything. 


No.23. Overhauling drainage system and enlarging pipe between 
school and septic tank. 
There appears to be no need to overhaul the drainage system,it 
was working satisfactorily wnen I was at the school.The pipe 
leading from the school to the septic tank is earthenware 6 inch 
pipes,quite large enough to carry off the drainage.Four inch 
pipes are in use in all the large buildings in Dawson including 
the school with some 100 pupils an? the Hestel with with as 
many pupils as the Carcross school these pipes have and are 
giving satisfaction.The danger of larger pipes lies in this,the 
fall or «rade from the school to the tank is not deep.If a larger 
pipe is put in the drainage from the school,wnich is not very 
great in volume,would spread out and vecome shallower in the 
pipe and the flow move slowly thus allowing the solid matter to 
settle 1: the bottom of the pipe and choke up the drain . I do 
consider it advisable to change the size of the pipe. 


No.24, Filing cabinet for Principal's office, 
This would be useful but is not necessary. 


No 25. Railing for front door steps. 
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This seems to be un-necessary,the steps are wide with plenty 
ar room,the pupils do not use this entrance,the staff use the 
See entrances mich more than the front it is not worth while 
to incur this expenditure. 


No.26, 15 mattresses and 24 pillows for boys dormitory. 

Until some account is given of the use made of the 40 mattress 
Cases shipped to the school by the Department some two or three 
years ago I would hesitate to give a further supply.These cases 
or bed ticks were made of god strong ticking in suitable size 
for single cots,they were to be filled with hay at the school. 
The idea in following this plan was because some of the pupils 
are troubled with incontinence especially when asleep,the hay 
could easily be removed when soiled and the ticking washed 
and refilled .Unless there is some improvement in the pupils 


in this particular the mattresses would soon be ruined. Pillows 
are needed, 


Regarding the fire hose in the zigl's clothes room I would 
rather Jefer any action until I visit the school in spring 
I do not feel quite sure that this can be done and get efficient 
service from the hose.

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On each occasion when I have visited this school, 
I have looked carefully into the metter, and reached the con- 
clusion thet the only suttetectony way to meet the need I 
have indicated, would be to either (1) add to the length of 
the main sehool building on.the end shown in the enclosed 
photograph, by approximately 20', or (2) to build a semi- 
detached room spproximately 50' x 30' at the corner I have 
indicated in rough tracing. g.°bjection to the first 
method is, the difficulty which presente/through the exclusion 
of Light AS“ the rooms inside the windowsshown. This appears 
to be insuperable. By adopting the second method, the window 
marked (1) could be converted into a doorway into the basement 
of the proposed addition which would serve as a laundry, and 
the window marked (2) on the first floor could also be converted 
into a dporway into the chapel om assembly room. If the added 
building were given another storey, this storey could be used 
as a sewing room, and in this way all the accommodetion required 
would be provided. I was informed that the present heating 
plant would be sufficient to heat the extension, but I myself 
have some doubt in this connection. I am of the opinion, that 
the added building should be in line with the mein school 
building, and not at right angles to it running out towards 
the rear. From the photograph you will observe that there is 
an embanknent about 30 ft. from the rear side of the main 
school building, and if the extension were built in that direc- 
tion it might inconvenience the school management in the matter 
of conveying the wood to the furnace room. The cost in each 
case would be about the seme. 


The depth of the basement below the bottom of the 
windows shows on the ground level in the photo is approximately 
6'. There is sufficient for good drainage down to the 
lake in front of the sehool.

You will recall thet on page 6 of my letter of December 
16th last, I recommended that careful consideration be given by 
your Department to the possibility of making greater use of the 
water power which is available within 300 yds. of our Carcross 
School. In your reply to my letter of January llth, 1929, 
116-1-5, you stated thet Mr. Hawksley was being requested to 
furnish a report on the water power, but so far as I am aware, 
no further action has been taken in the matter by your Department. 


You will be interested to know that the Principal of 
this School, the Rev. J. H. Bryne, succeeded in building a dam 
which, for a short time, withstood the heavy pressure of the 
immense quantity of water collected in the reservoir thus created, 
but it finally gave way, and another dam was thrown across the 
channel of the stream, and from a telegram received from Mr. Bryne 
this morning it is quite clear that this dam is still standing, and 
a laudable effort is being made to utilize the water power which 
for many years has been allowed to go to waste. The Principal 
secured a water wheel and has installed the same at the dam, and 
this is now being used to pump water across the garden near the 
School. In his telegram dated June 12th, he requests that the 
following equipment be supplied immediately: - 


3 whirling sprays at $2.00 each. 
3, 50° lengths of garden hose. 
400', 14" pipe. 


The Principal states that if he is supplied with this 
equipment a continuous stream of water could be pumped to the tank 
in the school attic, in addition to the watering of the garden. I 
am unable to give you the exact cost of this equipment f.o.b. Carcross, 
but feel assured that it would not exceed $200.00. The whirling spreys

Sir: 


I wish to refer to your letters, No. 
2335-5 of April Sth and January 31st, last, 
concerning improvements at the Carcross Indian 
Residential School. In view of the various minor 
improvements, some of which are quite costly, the 
Department has been forced to postpone the erection 
of the proposed addition. In any case, the corres- 
pondence with your office and with the church 
authorities leaves the Department somewhat in doubt 
as to what rooms should be provided in the now 
addition. You recommend that the laundry be 
continued in the basement of the present building. 
br. Westgate is of the opinion that it might be 
well to include the laundry in the new building. 
It is agreed that recreation rooms for both boys 
and girls are needed in the new building. The 
church officers are asking that a chapel or 
assembly room be provided. During the next few 
months, it is desired that the Rev. Principal and 
yourself, representing the Church and the Depart- 
ment, prepare a joint recommendation concerning 
the uses to which the new building should be put 
and prepare a rough sketch, indicating the best 
position for it. Your joint recommendation and 
report could then be reviewed by the Department 
Architect. I shall take steps to see that Par- 
liament is asked to provide funds for the addition 
next year, 


At the present time, funds can be found 
for the other improvements, and I have to authorize 
you to make arrangements to supply and install 
laundry machinery, recommended in your letter of 
April 5th, last, at an approximate cost of #2 ,500. 
The plaster remaining in the main building should 
be removed and replaced with beaver board and all 

-the beaver board painted or calcimined. A now 
floor may be laid in the children's dining room 
and in the sewing room. The new floor in the sewing 
room should be varnished. The Department does not 
consider linoleun necessary. ‘Two new tables and 8 
benches may be built for the pupils’ dining room. 
You may arrange for resurfacing the concrete floor 
in the furnace room, laundry and basement corridors.

Please arrange to 
ereosote the exterior walls of the stock barn. You 
may also supply whatever paint materials are required 
for tho new floors end the main corridor and halls. 
You may have the woodshed lined with two inch rough 
planking and place new treads on the stairs leading 
to the yard. New flooring may be placed in the 
stalls of the barn. You may examine the condition 

of the old ice house and, if you find that a new one 
is required, you may make the necessary arrangements. 


You may arrange for these improvements on 
a day Labour basis, under the supervision of a 
competent foreman. You should purchase the machinery 
and materials to the best advantage, after securing 
competitive prices where possible. 


I add, for your 4nformation, that the 
Department is today authorizing Dr. Westgate, by 
telegram, to expend the sun of $200 in water connect- 
j4ons from a new water wheel, which the Principal has 
been successful in installing at a dam in the nearby 
atream. The Principal believes that, with this 
equipment, he can have a continuous stream of water 


to the tank in the school attic, in addition to 
watering the garden. I will have these accounts 
forwarded from the church offices, but I write to 


let you kmow that the Department is allowing this 
improvement also. 


In connection with the sketch for the 
proposed addition and the uses to which the new 
space should be put, the Rev. Principal should 
cooperate with Dr. Westgate's office before con- 
curring in the joint recommendation with you.

" Needs of building. The carpenters arrived today and started 
on repairs, beaver-boarding etc. Among the things I note, 
ig need of locks and keys for all outside doors. I do not 
feel safe without some way of lacking up nights. A great 
deal of glass is needed. About 80 panes of different 
sizes; may have to order some before hearing from you, 48 
weather is turning very cold now. Wo clock in the building 
is going, can we have one or two? If we could have a 
linoleum rug for dining room (staff) and some paint, it 
would save that floor. Also kitchen needs linoleum in 
centre. If we had some paint and varnish believe lr. Ginn 
and the boys could help fix up staff rooms unless the 
department are doing it in their contract. We need for 
staff rooms, blinds, rugs, at least one comfortable chair, 
gome white enamel paint for beds-e The childrens beds need 
painting, but so many springs are broken, no good, seems & 
waste of paint to touch them. Need some new furniture for 
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infirmary, room is empty at present, and if illness came 
have no place to isolate a child. A rummer on main hall, 
would save both floor and labor, if one to wax. Staff 

need some new furniture for sitting room especially chairs."

In reply I beg to say that when I was visiting the school in Sep 
tember enquiries were ‘ade avout the broken windows,I was informed 
that the necessary glass for repairs had beenordered and was ex- 
pected any time.I note that you authorize the purchase of 80 panes 
of glass.Am I to underatand that these 60 panes are to be purchased 

over and above the glass that the Church authorities were sending 
to the school? 


All the doors and locks were examined by me,after noting the con- 
dition of them instructions were given to the foreman carpenter 
to make the necessary repairs,and where necessary,to put in new 
locks and keys and handles.You will find an account for these 
1long with other accounts that I am forwarding to the Department. 


As already reported,paints,etc,have already been purchased and

lith further reference to my letter of May 14th, 
1930, and your reply to the same on June 18th, 1950, 246-1-5, 
relative to an addition to our Carcross school, I beg to state 
that in a letter just received from the Principal he informs 
me that Mir. Simpson, a contractor at Jhitehorse, was instructed 
by Mr. Indian Superintendent Hawksley to visit the school and 
to submit two plans - one for an annex to the main school 
building, and the other for a detached building to be used 
solely for a recreation room for the boys and girls. The 
Principal states that a detached building to serve merely as a 
combined recreation room for boys and girls would not meet the 
needs of the case, and I fully agree with him. 


the Principal also states that Mr. Simpson favours the 
building of a three story annex to the main school building at the 
rear corner of the building, and extending in the direction of the 
work-shop. ‘The annex will be 235' wide, and at least 24' long, 
(I think it should be et least 30' long). ‘This building could be 
heated from the central heating plant, by adding one or more units 
to that plant. The plant is such that this can easily be done. 
The full sized basement of the annex could be used as a boys 
recreation room with an outside entrance, as well as with an 
inside entrance through the laundry. The window in the basement 
of the room used as a laundry at present, could easily be converted

“chapel and auditorium, entrance to the same being through a small 
room used as a mending room.

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Mr. Simpson ig of the opinion that the only alternative 
to this plan of providing the additional space required would be 
to extend the whole of one end of the main school building. To 
do this one end of the building would have to be taken out 
completely, and the cost would be a great deal more than if the 
annex were built as suggested above. It would also spoil the 
symmetry of the building, unless an extension were made at the 
other end as well. If an appropriation is available to extend the 
building at both ends the plan is worthy of careful consideration. 
If funds sre not available I would strongly recommend that the 
three story annex at the corner be built. aA detached building, 
without a basement, to be heated by stoves and to serve as a 
combined recreation room for both hoys and girls as suggested by 
Mr. Indian Superintendent Hawksley will not, I trust, be 
seriously considered by your Department.

Rev. and Dear Sir;- 


Acting on instructions received in your letter 
dated Dec. 19th. 1930 Mr. Rose, Machinist, of this town was urged 
to get to work and instal the new laundry equipment. This has been 
done and it is now in operation. Statements in triplicate showing 
the cost are enclosed. In order to connect up the washer with the 
hot and cold water system in the school certain pipe fittings were 
necessary ; others were needed in order to connect up the overflow 
from the washer and extractor with the sewerage system and pipe fitting 
were also needed for the exhaust on the engine. I may say that no 
pipe fittings were sent in with the machinery and it was necessary for 
Mr. Rose to obtain them locally. In many cases they were hard to get 
and it was necessary for him to spend a certain amount of time 
locating what was needed. I feel sure that when you see the work you 
will, like myself be very satisfied with thexwaxk what has been done. 
Mr. se was instructed to put a pipe railing up in order to keep 
the children away from the moving belts. The pipe for this purpose 
was found at the school with the exception of a 12' length and 4 — 1" 
flanges. I trust that the putting up of this safeguard will meet with 
your approval. 


The enclosed letter indicates that the Teacher here 
is sending out report cards to the parents on the children's progress 
in school. It also shows that the parents appreciate hearing regularly 
from their children whilst at school. As stated in a previous letter 
the evening of the 2nd. Tuesday in each month is set apart for letter 
writing. 
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We were pleased to have a visit from Bishop Stringer. He arrived 
here on Jan. 28th. 1931 and stayed until Feb 2nd. 1931. Whilst he 
was here we conducted our Februrary Fire Drill. The children were 
in bed when the bell rang and the time tf took them to get out of 
the building was as follows:~- 


Boys, 3 minutes 
Girls, 4 minutes. 


Physical Drill Classes for the boys and girls are in full 
swing. We are however, somewhat restricted in what we can do 
through lack of equipment such as boxing gloves, dumb-bells, 

| Indian Clubs etc. It would be much appreciated if your Department 
| could do something to supply this need. Personally I am a great 
advocate for Pyysical Drill for Indian children and I feel that 
anything done along that line is of great benefit to the scholars.

A report/has just come to hand from the Carcross Indian 
Residential School which states that on December 13th,when the 
Principal was starting the pumping engine situated in the base- 
ment of the school,it burst into flames,the gasoline in the tank 
apparently becoming ignited by the backfiring of the engine.For 
a time it looked as though a very serious fire would result. For- 
tunately the fire started in the afternoon,it only took one and a 
half minutes to get all the children out of the school.After all 
were removed to a place of safety attention was given to fighting 
the fire whieh was then burning fiercely,it looked as though the 
gasoline tank would explode any minute.However,by means of one 
of our Gardene fire extinguishers,the fire was got under control 
with practically no damage done to either the engine or the buil- 
ding. 


The next morning the Principal and the Farm Instructor made 
some alterations on the gasoline tank whieh will prevent a similar 
veeurrence in the future,These alterations consisted in Placing 
the opening through whieh the gasoline tank is filled in a more 
accessable place and fitting this Opening with a suitable plug. 

In the past we had some diffieulty in filling the tank and,no 
matter how careful one was,a certain amount of gas would run 
over and the danger of it igniting from a backfire was consider- 
able as we now realize.

During your visit to the school last fall certain items 
of equipment were discussed as being essential to our work here 
and it was decided that such were to be applied for to the Departmen 
through you early in 1932. We do trust that you will do all in 
your power to urge the Department to supply our needs and that 
allowance will be made for them when the estimates go before 
Parliament. They are as follows:- 


One 14X1S Horse Power Hay Press. In a letter recently received 
from the McCormick Deering Farm Implement Co.., 1905 Main St., 


Vancouver B.C. we are informed that this hay press would cost 
$626.00 F.0.B. Oarcross. If this press is equipped with a self 
feed attachment $60.00 must be added to the above price. Whilst 
such a self feed would be useful yet it is not essential. The main 
thing is the hay prees. If we had one of these items of equipment 

I feel sure that we would have no trouble in obtaining sufficient 
hay for our needs each year. As you know there is very little hay 
close to the school and to endeavour to bring loose hay any distance 
takes a great deal of time and is very wasteful. We do trust 

that you will regard this hay press as one of our prior needs. 


Dental Work on the Children's Teeth. Last year a grant of $100.00 
Was made in this connection. We trust that a similar grant can 

be made for 1932 or even better for the Department 66 enter into

Your letter of December Sth, received regarding the 
cracked and scored cylinder on your 3 K.W. Delco plant, The 
piston pin is of the full floating type and should have aluminum 
buttons on each end to eliminate the condition you mention, 


Regarding the installation of a new cylinder, we do 
not beleive that this would be very satisfactory without the 
installation of a new wrist pin and piston, as there is bound to 
be considerable wear. Your present piston would make a poor fit in 
your cylinder and cause you gonsiderable difficulty with oil 
pumping etc, 


We are therefore raking the liberty of shipping you 
a rebored cylinder, new piston and rings, cylinder head and 
cylinder base gaskets, 


These parts are all fitted and we are supplying them 
to you for $39.50 f.o.b. Vancouver, We believe you will find this 
a very satisfactory and reasonable replacement, as a new cylinder 
lists $57.50, piston 315,00, 3 rings - $1.05, Piston pin - $3.25 
head gasket - 25g and base gasket l5g, making a total of $57.10

You will, therefore, note that we are making the

The estimated cost of the repairs was $35.00,later it was 
found that 8 batteries instead of 12 were required for the fire 
alarm system.The low pressure steam guage and syphon cost less 
than the prices shown in the catalogue and the work was done 
in less time than calculated.The entire cost of the repairs, 
which have been efficiently carried out, is $21.78 being $13,22 
less than the estimated cost.

Dear Sir:- Batteries for Lighting Plant at Carcross School. 


Writing on the 10th instant, the Rev. Principal 
Grant of our Carcross School in the Yukon, directs the 
attention of our Commission to the need of new batteries 
for the lighting plant at this institution, and I have been 
instructed to refer this urgent need to your Department for 
consideration and the necessary action. In his letter the 
Principal states that the school records show the present 
batteries were installed in the Spring of 1929. As 
batteries do not usually last beyond four years, it seems 
to our Commission that the time has fully come when a new 
set is required, and they sincerely hope you may be able to 
provide them. ‘The Principal's requisition for gasoline for 
the current quarter is 10 cases above the average, and he 
states that at the present rate of consumption (Nov. 10th) 
an extra 20 cases will be required "to see us through to the 
end of the year". As “the ammeter shows that the generator 
is generating at its usual rate", he is convinced that the 
batteries are nearly worn out, and should be replaced. He is 
being instructed by our Commission to reduce the load as much 
as possible, but our Commission greatly hope you may be able 
to supply new batteries at an early date, as they consider it 
would be a serious matter for a school so remotely situated 
to be left without light during the long, dark nights of 
winter.

Colonel Mermagen, Assistant Secretary-Treasurer of our 
Commission has recently returned from a visit to the Carcross 
School and has furnished a very satisfactory and encouraging 
report on the work being accomplished by this institution. In 
his report he embodied a list of urgent requirements, and our 
Commission at a meeting held on the 18th instant authorized a 
very considerable expenditure on behalf of the Principal's 
residence for such items as linoleum with under-felt; steel bath 
tub; stove, etc. They also authorized an expenditure of $125.00 
for heavy bob sleighs for use next winter. The qquipment which 
our Commission felt your Department should supply is as follows:- 


2 new beds; 21 new bed springs; 45 mattresses; 
2 Singer sewing machines, and 1 hay press. 


While writing about the requirements of the Carcross 
School, I may say that there are many similar requirements at all 
our schools, most of which have been embodied in the comprehensive 
list sent to your Department last October, and our Commission 
thought it would save a great deal of correspondence and enable 
them to carry out improvements during the summer months if they 
were informed of the amount of the grant which would be available 
for each school, and they were authorized to incur the necessary 
expenditure up to the amount authorized on the most urgent 
improvements and items of equipment.

A telegram has been received this morning advising that 
serious leaks have appeared in the low pressure sectional boiler used 
for heating the Carcross Indian Residential School, Yukon.

Same has been examined by a qualified Engineer who advises 
the immediate installation of four new sections at an estimated cost of 
$200.00 for materials and $150.00 for labour. The labour will be 
performed by the local engineer who is postponing a trip outside awaiting 
instructions to commence work. He is the only local man qualified to 
undertake same. 


In dismantling the boiler to install the new sections 
it may be found so badly corroded inside through the use of hard water that 
4 new boiler will be required. 


The present boiler has been in use for 23 years, and is the 
only means of heating the school. I would recommend for your consider- 
ation that the School be authorised to purchase the new sections and if 
the boiler can be repaired to install them. If_beyond repair to 
install a new sectional boiler. It will be necessary to wire instruct- 
ions as soon as possible on account of the lateness of the season.

"I note that you have ordered a new boiler 
which I consider is the best way out of 
this matter, seeing that the price of 

your new sections come to such a high fig- 
ure, and also that when a thorough exam- 
ination of the remaining sections is made 
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we may find them in an unsafe condition 
and it would be poor business to install 
three or four new sections to the remain- 
ing old ones.” 


In considering the question of ordering new sec- 
tions for the old boiler or a new boiler the possibility 
occurred to me that if four new sections had been ordered 
for the old boiler at a cost of $400.00 F,0.B. Vancouver and 
they could not be fitted to the old hoiler so as to give a 
reliable and safe heating-plant then we would have on the 
premises material costing considerably over $400.00 the dis- 
posal of which would be a problem. 


It is doubtful if the shippers would permit the 
four sections being returned seeing that they would have been 
a special order (the old boiler Gurney /939 is now off the 
market). If they were returnable then without a doubt the 
Department of Indian Affairs would be expected to meet the 
freight charges both ways which would be considerable jude- 
ing by the freight charges on the new boiler onewy. ($215.65). 
Sooner than take thr risk of having such a situation arise 
which might have meant useless and unnecessary expenses to 
the Department of Indian Affairs a new boiler was ordered. 


Trusting tha&b all the enclosures reach you safely 
and prove to be in order,

"One of the most pressing needs at this school 
now, and it has been so for many years, is the need of a 
Horse Power Hay Press. It would be appreciated if you would 
bring the need of this item of equi»ment to the attention 
of the Department of Indian Affairs and urge them to sanction 
the purchase of one before this year's hay cutting season 
commences, Most of our hay has to be cut at a considerable 
aistance from the school and brought from that point to 
the school by water. Such a means of transportation certuinly 
indicates strongly that the hay must be put up in bales, 
For the last few years we have managed to get the loan of 
a home made hay press the property of the man upon whose 
meadows we are permitted to cut hay. The fact that this 
hay press does not work at all satisfactorily and is often K¥ 
needed by the owner at the time we need it, makes such an 
arrangement decidedly inconvenient especially seeing that 
the time, when navigation is open, is very short.

I beg to report that I visited the Indian 
Residential School at Carcross Y.T. on June 50th, and the 
following is a report of conditions found. 


Buildings. 

These consist of the main school. workshops, 
and barns and are all the property of the Department. The 
Principal's residence which is just outside the fence surrounding 
the school property belongs to the Church authorities. All 
buildings were found in a good state of repair, except that the 
roofs and doors require painting, euthority has now been obtained 
for these to be done. 


MEALS. 

The meals served appear to be wholesome, 
veried and well cooked. I was present when meals were being 
served and all the pupils appeared to enjoy their meals. Excell- 
ent bread, both white and whole meal, is made at the school 
under the supervision of the kitchen matron. The store room 
and kitchen were found in very clean condition, as also was 
the pupils dining boom. The store room was well stocked with 
provisions, an ample supply of fresh vegetables is produced 
generally sufficient to carry them through the winter. Milk and 
fresh eggs are obtained from the stock kept at the school. 


CLOTHING. 

The pupils are well and warmly clothed and very 
neat in appearance. There was a good supply of clothing in the 
store room, both for boys and girls.

The discipline of the pupils is excellent, 
they are orderly, obedient and attentive and their deportment 
is very good, this is very evident in the fire drill, they are 
quick and respond to the alarm in an orderly manner, The steff 
and pupils appear to be familiar with what each should do in 
case of fire. 


RBQUIREMENTS,. 
I went into the matter of requirements very 


closely with the Principal, these were kept as low as possible 
but the following are considered essential. 


1 Singer Sewing Machine, to replace one badly worn out and which 
is causing lots of trouble in doing necessary work. 


4 White Enamel Bath Tubs, to replace 4 old tin bath tubs at 
present in use, these are unsanitary and unsightly, and nothing 
can be done to them to improve them, thes bath tubs are urgently 
required. 


1 Team Hay Mower is required, this would cost approximately 
$100.00 and would be very useful. 


Iron fire escape stairs should be installed instead of the present 
perpendicular iron ladders now in use. Thes ladders are in my 
opinion unsuitable for use with so many young children and 
consideration should be given to installing proper fire escape 
stairs. I am unable to estimate what the cos$ of alteration 

would be.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 
I am satisfied that the Principal and staff 


are doing all in their power to make the life of the pupils 
comfortable and instill into them the necessary training for 
their future, some of the girls appeared exceptionally smart 
at their work in the kitchen. The number of pupils has been 
well maintained, and it may safely be said that the school 
has had a successful year and is doing splendid work. There 
appears to be a growing appreciation of the school among the 
Indians generally.

In a letter, dated Carcross, Yukon, August 29th., 
the Rev. Principal H. C. M. Grant, directs the attention of 
our Commission to the difficulty he is having in securing 
sufficient moose meat for his school. It would appear from 
the Principal's letter that the chief difficulty arises from 
the fact that an Indian in the Yukon is not allowed to sell 
meat unless he has a Commercial License which costs $25.00 
a@ year, and as scarcely any of the Indians can afford to pay 
this amount they have no market for their meat. 


The Principal states that he had learned from the 
Rev. J. Hawksley for some time Superintendent of Indian Affairs 
in the Yukon, that during his ten years of office a special 
permit was granted the Carcross School to buy meat for its own 
use from any Indian whether he had a commercial license or not, 
and he suggests that a similar permit might now be secured for 
the same purpose by your Department from the Department of 
Justice. 


As the echool has no cold stomage facilities, there 
is a possibility the school might be offered more meat at a 
time than it required, and the Rev. Principal Grant suggests, 
as an alternative to the arrangement mentioned above that it 
@ould be better to have the permit issued to Mr. Watson, a local 
merchant in the town of Carcross, as he has cold storage 
facilities, and the school could secure moose meat from him as 
required. 


Our Commission will be obliged if you will give this 
important matter your careful consideration, and take whatever 
steps may lie within your power to help the management of our 
Carcross School in securing a regular and adequate supply of 
the meat so much needed for the Indian children in residence.

I acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 15th ultimo, Pile 
3029, enclosing correspondence relative to a request from the Principal 
of the Carcross Indian School, to secure fresh moose meat under certain 
conditions. 


It is noted that in the copy of the letter from the Pield Secretary, 
M.S.C.C., to the Secretary of the Department of Indian Affairs, it is stated ,- 


lst. That the chief difficulty in securing a sufficient supply of 
moose meat for the residentia} Indian School at Carcross arises from the 
fact that an Indian in the Yukén is not allowed to sell meat unless he has 
a hunter's license which costs $ 25.00. 


2nd. That the Principal of the School has stated that he has been 
informed that during the period of ten years when Reverend John Hawksley was 
Indian Agent for the Yukon, a special permit was granted the Carcross School 
to buy meat for its ow use from any Indian, whether he had a hunting license 
or not. 


Srd. That owing to the fact that the school has no cold storage fac- 
ilities, and since a Mr. Watson, a local merchant in Carcross, has such, that 
the latter be issued some kind of special permit allowing him to handle the 
game for the school. 


It has always appeared to me that the Yukon Game Ordinance is 
very liberal in its application to the Indian population of the Territory, 
and that a sufficient provision is made to enable them to obtain game for 
food at all times of the year; and further, that the restrictions preventing 
them from killing moose and caribou for sale during the closed season are 
necessary. 


The Game Ordinance does not vest any authority in the Commissioner 
to issue any kind of special permit, without fee, to Indians or white people, 
to kill moose or caribou at all times of the year and sell the same to any 
institution or class of people. And, although it is intimated that such a 
permit was issued at some time in the past, I have no knowledge of the same 
having been done, and I can find no record of such a permit having been issued. 


It is quite possible for the institution which I believe receives 
a liberal per capita grant for the maintenance of the Indian children to obtain 
a supply of moose meat under the provisions of the Game Ordinance. The mer- 
chant referred to has no cold storage plant, and it would be contrary to the 
provisions of the Game Ordinance to permit this merchant, as has been suggested, 
to have moose meat in his possession during the closed season, buying the same 
from any and all Indians. Even if it were permissible under the Ordinance, 
I would consider such a proceeding dangerous and likely to lead to all kinds of 
difficulties.

With further reference to my letter of August 
17th, 1935, and your reply to the same on August 2lst, 1935, 
No. 166-1-5 re. the building of an addition to our Carcross 
School, I beg to state that our Commission requested the 
Principal to secure from a local builder and contractor 
plans and specifications for the addition in question, 
and enclosed herewith you will find the original of those 
prepared and submitted by Mr. J.z. French, of White Horse, 
Yukon. You will note that the estimated cost of the 
addition to the main school building is $8,000.00. 


As the report of Col. J.s. Pragnell, Inspector 
of Indian Agencies, dated July 3lst, 1935, and made after 
he visited this school, stated that he understood there 
were "probably over 1500 Indians in the Yukon and several 
hundreds in adjoining British Columbia territory, with over 
500 of School age,"there can be no doubt about the need 
of the addition requested above, and our Commission sin- 
cerely trust that it may be provided during the current 
calender year 1936. 


Further, as the Inspector of Indian Agencies, 
in the report mentioned above, recommendeé the provision 
of a small out-building for the home-curing of bacon, the 
Principal of our Careross School was requested to secure 
an estimate of the cost of this, and you will note that the 
estimate given by Mr. French is $300.00. 


Our Commission recommend both of these urgent 
needs to the sympathetic consideration of your Bopes ant, 
and trust that funds may be made available to provide 
them this year,

I have your letter of the 2lst instant, 
regarding the need of a hay baler for use at the Carcross 
Indian Residential School, stating the arrangements that 
can be made to purchase a used, one-horse hay baler and 
the cost of same, including freight, to the school. 


In this connection I would say that the Acting 
Superintendent, Dawson, was informed, on the 4th instant, 
of the appropri ation available for this school during the 
present fiscal year, as follows:- 


To erect iron fire escape - $600.00 
Miscellaneous repairs 300.00 
Enamel bath tubs 150.00 
Hay mower 150.00 - 


He was requested to consult the Principal, concerning the 
type of fire escape, where the material could be obtained 
what extra labour would be required and the approximate 
cost. He was requested, also, to state what repairs and 
equipment he would recommend be provided for the amount 
mentioned above. 


Should the school authorities prefer that the 
hay baler be supplied, at an approximate cost of $300.00, 
rather than that the amount be expended for the various 
purposes as stated, the Department will approve of the 
purchase of the hay baler. It should be understood, 

at the amount mentioned is all that is avail- 

8 year, and the expenditure at the school should 
exceed that figure. Should you purchase the hay baler 
ntioned in your letter, at a cost of approximately $300, 
including freight, this would leave the sum of about $800. 
to cover the cost of the work and equipment mentioned 
above.

I have your letter of the llth instant, regarding 
the request of the ’rincipal of the Carcross Indian Residen- 
tial Sehool for a grant towards the salary of a night watchman 
for a six month period, from October 15th to April 15th. 


In this connection I have to say that the Deprt- 
ment provides grants towards salary of a night watchman for 
a number of the Indian residential schools at which there is 
a certain element of fire hazard. The amount usually allowed 
for this service is $40.00 per month. The Department will 
approve of the Frincipal arranging for the engagement of a 
fully competent person to carry out the duties as night watch- 
man for the balance of the present winter months, to April 
16th, next, and will allow a grant of $40.00 per month towards 
payment of salary. This grant will be paid to the Principal 
at the end of each month, upon receipt of a voucher, in 
triplicate, from you, in favour of the Frincipal, for the 
amount due. ‘for your information, I enclose a sample voucher, 
which you should submit at the end of each month, when a 
cheque in payment will be sent the Principal. it is to be 
understood that the Principal will engage the services of a 
fully competent man to carry out the night watchman's duties. 


Barly next fall, the Principal should renew his 
request for a grant for this service, when favourable con- 
sideration will be given to providing the grant for the 
period from October 15th to April 15th following.

1. A root-house. This could be secured through 
the enlargement of the space under the workshop now used 
for this 2 se, A full-sized basement with stone walls 
and a good fleor would provide the storage required. (Esti- 

ted cost approximately $500.00) 


2. An Ice-house, ‘The small building ettached to 
the back of @ main school building and now used for this 
purpose, is too small, and is by no means re re It 
could be made to serve as a bacon-curing house if a new 
ice-house were available. (Estimated cost of ice-house 
approximately $600.00) 


3. Road around the out-bank of the creek in front 
of the School, or the construction of a causeway with a 
short bridge, over the same, Either undertaking would shorten 
the distance to the Carcress station by approximately half 
a mile, and eliminate the danger and fatigue of the exist- 
ing road over a steep sand hill. (Estimated cost $100.00) 


4. New wesidence for the Principal. The founda- 
tions of the present bu ng are decayed, and the cost of 
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repairs and necessary improvements might better be applied to 
a new structure. (Estimateé cost $2,500.00) 


(S) sm -ingrease in the officiel ene of the 
School from to 50. ‘The pupils in residence at present 


number 47, and more are available for admission, Here, as 

at a number of our Society's other Schools, the increased 
accommodation required could be provided through the building 
of a detached classroom, thus paring the existing classroom 
available for a dormitory.

1. During my recent visit to the Indian Resi- 
dential Village School at Carcross, Y.T., I made 
a close check of all supplies, equipment, etc., 
with a view of bringing to your notice the necess- 
ary repairs anc requirements for the fiscal year 
1938-39, and I now submit my findings so that you 
may give the necessary consideration to the esti- 
mates submitted for the fiscal year.

\ 2. Repairs to the foundations of the work shop: 
There is no question at all that this work should 
be done as soon as possible. Owing to the rotten 
foundation, it is noticed that the floor in the 
centre has sagged considerably and the condition of 

4 \the foundation is such that the peak of the roof 
slopes towards the middle. The estimated cost of 
the work required, supplying all material, etc., 
will be $300.00. 


3. There is a cellar in this building which is 
used for storing vegetables for winter use, and the 
suggestion has been made that this excavation be 
made larger, so that the school would have a full 
sized basement with concrete walls in which to store 
vegetables for the winter months. The size of this 
building is 20 x 36, but I cannot determine the cost 
of this. It would be considerably in excess of the 
09.00 already mentioned. 


4. Additions to the present school building: 

At the present time there are 47 Indian children in 
residence at this school and during recent months, 
several admissions have had to be turned down. The 
question of an addition to the school has I believe, 
been drawn to the attention of the Department three 
or four ago and mentioned by me in my report 
of October 13th, 1936. The estimated cost of the 
proposed addition, of which, I understand the plens 
are on file in your office at Ottawa, is approximate- 
ly $8000.00, If the building of this addition can- 
not be carried out in the near future, could the 
capacity of this school be increased from 40 to 50 
pupils. This could be accomplished by erecting 4 
detached class-room at an estimated cost of $2500.00, 
and the present class room could be used as @ dormi- 
tory. 


5. A building for curing the bacon is required. 
At the present time the suggestion has been made 
that the present building used for storing ice 
should be turned into a bacon-curing building and 

a new ice house erected. The cost of erecting this 
new ice house would be approximately $600.00.

With further reference to my letter of 
the 19th inst., in which I gave a list of urgent needs 
at our Carcross School, I beg to state that on July 22nd 
I received another letter from the Rev. Principal Grant 
in which he informed me, with regard to item Number (1), 
namely, a root-house, that Mr. French, builder and con- 
tractor of White Horse, had carefully examined the work- 
shop, the basement of which is now used for this purpose, 
and after receiving his report on its condition, the 
Principal sent the following telegram to the Superinten- 
dent of Indian Affairs at Dawson:- 


“Mr. J. French builder and contractor 
has carefully examined basement and foundation of 
workshop and found same deplorable condition stop 
basement caved in and many sills completely rotted 
stop to put same in condition to last many years 
will cost approximately nine hundred and fifty 
dollars for labour and all materials stop basement 
requires enlarging and concrete walls and floor 
stop many foundation sills have to be renewed stop 
as basement only place for storing vegetables work 
should be commenced not later August first stop stand 
to lose crop if work not done before freeze-up stop 
kindly wire Department recommending that authority 
be given to have this work done stop URGENI",

the summer when the work could be done, I shall be glad to 
know if the estimated expenditure for this improvement can 
be sanctioned, so that work may begin at once.

In reply to your letter of July 27th last, No. 166-1-5, 
in which you inform me that an amount of $1200.00 has been 
provided in the current year's appropriation for repairs and 
improvements at our Carceross Schoole Of this amount, $950.00 
is to be used in putting a basement under the workshop, the 
same to serve as a root house, and you request information 
as to how the balance of $250,00 should be expended. 


On receipt of your letter, I telegraphed immediately 
to the Principal of our Carcross School and requested a 
specific recommendation in this connection. His reply was 
received here this morning and reads in part, as follows: 


"In connection with the extra $250.00 sanctioned 
by the Department I wovld recommend one oF other of the 
two following items of equipment. These are given in 
order of importance and I have particularly urged the 
Superintendent of Indian Affairs of the Yukon to recommend 
that the first be installed before the coming winter sets 
in. The cost of the first is well in excess of $250.00, 
but I feel that if the Department realize the importance 
of having a new lighting plant here they will not hesitate 
to sanction the additional $705.00 required. 


1. One new Lighting Plant - 4 K.W. - Lister Diesel - direct 
current, battery charging generator - ulti V - belt driven 
at a cost of $955.00 F.0.B. Garcross, Yukon, This Plant is 
highly recommended and can be suppbied by Hoffar'ts Ltde, 
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1790 Georgia St. Vancouver, B.C, ‘The price of $955.00 F.0.B. 
Carcross was quoted by this firm. The reason why I have put 
this itam of equipment first is that the present Delco Plant, 
after fourteen years of service, is very costly to operate, 
Each year gasoline costs the school about $1,100.00 = 2,000 
gallons @ 55 ¢g per gallon. At a safe estimate I would say 
that at least 80% of this amount is used in the Delco Plant. 
Hoffar's Ltd. state that the cost of operating a Lister-Diesel 
- the type that is required here - is only about one sixth 
of that of a Delco Plant. The low cost of operation is also 
strongly stressed by a local electt&cian in the employ of Mr. 
WL. Phelps, K.C., Manager of the Yukon Hlectrical Company. 
The installation of a new plant of this type would mean a 
saving to the Commission of approximately $750.00 a yeare 


One Gasoline Engine - Fairbanks-Morse - 7} H.P. Type 
bed sipse sto be used to operate a circular saw. The one 
he School now possesses is not in the best of repair having 
given many years of service and besides has not sufficient 
power to do the work it is called upon to do. The cost of 
a new engine would be, segeuteag to a quotation received 
from the Fairbanks-Morse Co. Ltd. of Vancouver, $288.40 
F.0.B. Carcross, Yukon,” 


Of the need of the new Lighting Plant there can be 
no doubt, but as I have already feferred fully to this in my 
letter of July 19th last, I need not repeat what was stated 
therein. If the additional amount required could possibly be 
found, the installation of the new Lighting Plant would add 
greatly to the safety and comfort of the School management 
and pupils, and also help to reduce considerably the heavy 
operating cost of this School. Where the nights are so long 
for so great a part of the year, the importance of having an 
efficient lighting system cannot easily be over-estimated, 
and I trust that some way may be found of providing the one 
which the Reverend Principal Grant has recommended,

During the present fiscal year the 
Department was asked to supply one new bake oven at an 
estimated cost of “548.59 F.0.Be Carcross, Yukon. As 
this request was not granted the same has beenasked 
for during the next fiscal year. The question of a 
new bake oven was discussed with the Secretary during 
his visit to the school in the spring of this year and 
his suggestion was made to have the present oven 
carefully examined with a view to ascertaining whethe 
the installation of new parts would put it in sood 
working ordere On my return to the school after the 
holidays this examination was made and we are convinced 
that the installation of new parts would make the oven 
as good am new and render the school many more years of 
servicee A list of the parts needed was made and I woote 
to the Brantford Oven and Rack Company, Brantford, Ont. 
for a quotation on the same. Their reply reads in part 
as follows:-

The freight charges on the repair parts 
etc. listed above would be approximately $20.60 making a 
total estimated cost of $105.35. The Brantford Oven and 
Rack Company Ltd. state that they carry these parts in 
stock and are in a position to make immediate delivery. 


It would be greatly appreciated if you 
would take up this matter with the Department asking 
themto authorize the immediate purchase of the parts 
required. I am convinced that if these new parts are 
not installed in the near future it will only be a very 
short time before the whole oven will be beyond repair. 
The examination that was made of this oven showed that 
the cast iron pipes #147, boxes Noe 181A were completely 
burnt out and that the fire box sheeting tas gone and the 
fire bricks badly cracked. The Kitchen Matron is badly 
hampered in her work by having to use a bake oven that 
smakes badly and blackens everything that is placed therein.

"Following received from Principal Indian 
School Carcross: Mr. French builder and con- 
tractor has carefully examined basement and 
foundation of workshop found same deplorable 
condition. Basement caved in and many fills 
completely rotted. To put same in condition to 
last many years will cost approximately $950. 
for labour and all materials. Basement requires 
enlarging and concrete walls and floors. Many 
foundation fills have to be renewed. As base- 
ment only place for storing vegetables work 
should be completed not later than August 1. 
Stand to lose crop if work not done before 
freeze up (STOP). I strongly recommend that 
authority be granted for this work as I examined 
this building two weeks ago and found repairs 
necessary, "
